(CP)—The Office of Conference 
Services may not be one of the most 
widely heard facets of the United Na- 
tions.

Government relaxes regulations. 
on tax treatment of $5,000 cars 


Otawa (CP) —A spokesman 
for the finance departments 
say the Federal Government 
has relaxed its restrictions on 
the tax treatment of automo- 
biles bought for business pur- 
poses. 

The government ruled in 
1963 that a businessman would 
not be able to claim any of the 
capital cost of an automobile 
bought as a business expense 
if the car was priced at more 
than five thousand dollars. 

Now it has dropped the five 
thousand dollar qualification. 

There are stringent regula- 
tions governing the use of 
automobiles in business. A re- 
cent re-check of income tas 
returns found improper claims 
for automobile operating ex- 
penses to be the biggest inci- 
dence of so-called expense ac- 
count living. 

In the case of capital costs, 
claims are only allowed for 
automobiles used by business- 
men in gaining or producing 
income. There are tests of the 
reasonableness and necessity 
for using an automobile, when 
some other form of communi 
cation might be employed. 

The 1963 regulation was 
that no part of the capital cost 
of an automobile could be 


was believed to have stopped 
when the Sayers car, which 
was in the process of parking 
came in collision with the bus.

claimed as a business expense 
if the total cost ran over five 
thousand dollars. A car 
bought for five thousand or 
less might be claimed. 

The Finance Department 
spokesman said this provision 
did give rise to administrative 
diffeultes and inequities in ap- 
plication. 

Instead of buying an expen- 
sive limousine, he said, a bus- 
inessman could lease one and 
charge the full cost of leasing 
as business expense. 


One of the effects of the re- 
gulation was, the government 
hoped, to encourage companies 
to buy Canadian-built cars — 
assuming the Canadian auto- 
mobiles were more likely to be 
within the five thousand dollar 
limit. 

In those days the govern- 
ment was seeking ways to help 
the Canadian auto industry. 
Now, however, the spokesman 
said, the Canadian plants are 
booming and this aspect of the 
earlier regulation is no longer 
needed. 

The five thousand dollar 
limitation was removed from 
the regulation by order-in- 
council Jast week and applies 
to automobiles acquired in the 
new taxation year which began 
January Ist. 

The spokesman said the 
Finance Dapartment had come 
to the conclusion some time 
ago the limitation should be 
lifted and decided to do it with 
the start of the New Year.

The Canadian Pacifie Rail- 
way constructed a branch line 
from Burketon Jet. to Bob- 
caygeon in the early part of 
1904 which was officially open- 
ed for traffic on July 28th, 
1904, 

A passenger train was oper- 
ated from Bobcaygeon about 
7:00 A.M. passed Lindsay at 
7:50 A.M. and connected at 
Burketon Jct. with a passen- 
ger train from Havelock ar- 
fiving at ‘Toronto ‘around 
11:00 A.M. It also made con- 
nections with the morning 
passenger train from Toronto 
and arrived back at Lindsay 
about noon. 

It did the necessary switch- 
ing at Lindsay and became a 
mixed train to Bobcaygeon, re- 
turning in the middle of the af- 
ternoon to Lindsay, resumed as 
a passenger train and con- 
nected at Burketon Jct. with 
passenger trains to and from 
Toronto, returning in the 
early evening to Lindsay and 
Bobcaygeon. The service was 
daily except Sunday, 

The picture of the CPR sta- 
tion was taken about 1906 and 
shows the afternoon mixed 
train arriving from Bobcay- 
geon. The passengers were 
numerous and the ladies wore 
long dresses and large hats, A 
man never went outside with- 
out putting on a hat or cap. 

The engine used at the time 
was a small 4-4-0 class, in this 
case it was number 238 built 
in the C.P.R. Angus Shops at 
Montreal in 1886. Its original 
number was 372. It had 17 by 
24 inch cylinders and the driv 
ing wheels were 62 inches in 
diameter. 

In 1905 the C.P.R. had a 
general renumbering of its 
motive power. Engine 372 was 
changed to 238. In the suc- 
ceeding years a large number 
of locomotives were built or 
purchased and in 1912 the 
C.P.R. made its third re-num- 
bering of engines, classifying

The Haliburton branch of 
the Grand Trunk Railway in 
earlier days produced a consi- 
derable amount of traffic, 
principally forest products. It 
was served by daily mixed 
trains that operated from Hali- 
burton to Lindsay and return 
and from Lindsay to Kinmount 
Jct. later Howland, and return. 


‘The trips were leisurely and 


there was always lots of time 
for long conversations or a 
chat with the conductor and 
brakeman to while away the 
time. Folks were not so much 
in a hurry as they are today. 
The service provided by the 
railway had only competition 
from the horse and buggy and 
even if it was very slow it was 
an improvement. 
* * * 

The mixed train No. 43 that 
left Lindsay at 11:00 A.M. ar- 
rived at Fenelon Falls at 11:45 
A.M. and did not leave until 
12:35 P.M. doing switching, un- 
loading express, etc. It also 
provided travellers an oppor- 
tunity to go uptown and make 
a few quick calls and get back 
to the station. The train reach- 
ed Kinmount at 2:00 P.M. and 
after placing cars and other 
work it departed at 2:30 P.M. 
arriving at Kinmount Jct. at 
2:45 P.M. connecting with the 
LB. and O. Railway which serv- 
ed Wilberforce, Gooderham, 
and several other small com- 
munities and its train arrived 
at Bancroft when it was on 
time at 6:00 P.M.,.but it was 
seldom on time. 

The engine on Train 43 was 
turned on a small turn table at 
Kinmount Jct. and at 3:00 P.M. 
the train departed as No. 42. 
It made a faster trip from Kin- 
mount Jct. to Lindsay doing 
the 36 miles in three hours and 
ten minutes. It connected at 
Lindsay with Passenger Train 
No, 23 from Port Hope which 
departed from Lindsay at 6:28 
P.M. and arrived at Toronto at 
9:15 P.M. 

Engine Grand Trunk 269 
shown coming into Fenelon 
Falls was built in 1873 by the 
Manchester Locomotive Co. 
at Manchester, N. H. It weigh- 
ed 40 tons, the cylinders were 
17 by 24 inches and the driving 
wheels were 64 inches in dia- 
meter. The steam pressure 
was 145 Ibs. It was previously 
numbered GTR 471, changed 
in 1905 to 269 and in 1910 to 
2041. It was scrapped in 
June, 1919. 

In 1873 the Grand Trunk 
had built, mostly by Locomo- 
tive Companies in the U.S.A. 
over one hundred of these 
small 4-4-0 class engines, 
which was the standard type 
of the time. They continued 
to build this class of engine up 
to 1893.

COUNCIL OF REGENTS SET UP 
TO PLAN COMMUNITY COLLEGES 


A Council of Regents, to plan 
and set up community colleges 
in Ontario, has been formed. 
Education Minister William 
Davis said 11 men from a var- 
iety of fields have been ap- 
pointed to the council and four 
more will be named later. 

The council, as well as plan- 
ning and setting up the col- 
leges, will also be responsible 
for their courses and continu- 
ing development.

With his school duties com- 
pleted, he then conducted re- 
ligious services in the school 
house, log cabin, tavern or 
wherever a few devout people 
gathered for worship, Even 
after his superannuation as a 
school superintendent, he con- 
tinued to preach the Gospel to 
these little isolated groups un- 
til three days prior to his death 
in July 1895 at the age of 85. 


Baddow was one of his self- 
appointed charges and in the 
hearts of the people were 
sown the seeds of the Baptist 
Faith. In 1862, Thomas Down 
united with the Fenelon Falls 
Baptist Church, followed very 
shortly by William Mason and 
Amelia Watson, later Mrs. 
Jonas Russell. 


In October, 1865, the Fene- 
lon Falls Church took action to 
assist the brethren and sisters 
of Somerville to organize into 
a church, “that they might 
have the ordinances in their 
own community.” According- 
ly a small group gathered at 
the home of Joseph Wade on 
October 28, 1865, and with 
Elder A. McIntyre in charge, 
the Somerville Baptist Church 
was born. 


For a time the little band of 
pioneers gathered to worship 
God in a small log home, then 
with the building of the log 
school house the place of wor-

Joseph Eade who was reim- 
bursed a total of $39.75 for 
serving 371 working men’s 
meals, not quite 11c a dinner.

Philips, Sr., G. A. Eades, Albert 


Phillips, Thomas Watson and 
Robert Graham. On May 8, 
1902, the name of the church 
was changed from Somerville 
to Baddow Baptist.

school house. Roderick O’- 


Brien, the man in charge of 
school affairs, promptly closed 
the school to all religious meet- 
ings and then invited the Bap- 
tist brethren to meet in his 
home. 

The pastor serving the con- 
gregation at this time was Rev. 
Samuel Tapscott, who regular- 
ly walked the eight miles from 
Fenelon Falls to conduct the 
services of the church, and re- 
ceived for his labour $25 per 
year, supplemented by a yearly 
surprise party. His salary for 
the year 1871 was 6 pounds of 
lard 50c; 6 pounds of butter 
75c; grain $2.50; beef 85 
pounds $3.61; and pork 75 
pounds $3.32. 

HOUSE OF WORSHIP 

It was during Rev. Mr. Tap- 
scott’s ministry that action was 
taken to supply a House of 
Worship, The original sub- 
scription list has been presery- 
ed dated September 30, 1873. 
“A convenient place for the 
worship of God being urgently 
needed in the township of 
Somerville in Ede’s Settlement, 
in order to secure this object 
we whose names are subscrib- 
ed, promise to pay the sums op- 
posite our names respectively, 
the first half of April of 1874, 
the next in April of 1875: Jo- 
seph Eade, quarter acre of 
Jand and $100; Samuel Tap- 
scott, $10; Thomas Down, $40; 
Thos. Watson Sr., 15 days 
work; John Hall, 15 days 
work; Wm. Eade, 1000 feet 
lumber and $10;Henry Gra- 
ham, hardware, value $15;

The 
missionary interest has always 
been very much alive and dur- 
ing the first fifty years contri- 
buted over $1,600 to the mis- 
sion enterprises of the deno- 
mination. 

It is like a message from the 
past to take the Bible belong- 
ing to one of the charter mem- 
bers and scan its pages. It was 
in this lady’s home that the 
Baddow Church was born. This 
home, although only a log ca- 
bin, was open to religious ser- 
vices as soon as it was built, It 
was this lady that supplied 371 
meals to men while they built 
the chapel, and the records 
show she was seldom if ever 
absent from the class at Sun- 
day School during the years 
her minister preached else- 
where.

About 40 Lindsay youngsters, 
help satisfy their keen sense of 
competition and develop skill 
in one of the world’s oldest 
games-bowling. 

Bowling can be played by 
people of all ages and each 
Saturday the Lindsay Junior 
Bowling League, which is con- 
tinuing this year unsponsored, 
gives children ranging from 7 
to 14 years of age an opportun- 
ity to compete in a clean, re- 
laxing sport. 

The junior bowling league is 
short-staffed, being almost 
completely under the supervi- 
sion of Shirley Lormand of 
Lindsay and William Rown- 
tree of Lindsay who assists 
her. Occasionally one or two 
parents or other adults lend a 
hand. 

The history of bowling can 
be traced back 7,000 years. 
Sir Flinders Petrie, British 
Hgyptologist reported finding 
in the grave of an Egyptian 
child, implements for playmg 
a game similar to modern 10- 
pins. The child was believed 
to have been buried about 
5,200 B.C. 

Stone-age artifacts indicate 
that early men and boys play- 
ed a sort of bowling game in 
which large pebbles and rocks 
were rolled at pointed stones 
or sheep joints which served 
as pins. 

The ancient Polynesians, ac- 
cording to Malcolm Rogers of 
the San Diego, Ca.if-~> 2 mu- 


cient game 3f bewling in 
which small elliptical balls and 
round, flat discs of stone, a- 
bout four inches in diameter 
were used. One of the rules 
of the game, called Ula Maika, 
set the distance the stones 
were to be bowled at 60 feet, 
the same distance in modern 
10-pin bowling. 

Bowling in its modern form 
originated in Germany and is 
believed to have been a Chris- 
tian rite. As the game spread 
to England, people became 
enthusiastic about bowling 
King Edward Ill became very 
concerned about the enthusi- 
asm and in 1365 he passed an 
edict forbidding the “hurling 
of stones” and other sports be- 
cause he feared the practice of 
archery-important for mili- 
tary purposes-would suffer 
because of the people’s fascin- 


ation with games. Bowling, 
however, became an accept- 
able pastime when King 
Henry VII had bowling lanes 
added to his Whitehall resi- 
dence. 

Bowling was introduced in 
America by the Dutch, and 
the game ninepins was very 
popular in America during the 
19th century. When gambling 
syndicates took over the game 
in the United States, ninepins 
was outlawed in Connecticut 
and Jater in New York, Since 
only ninepins had been outlaw- 
ed and not bowling, one more 
pin was added to the game to 
circumvent the law. 
EVOLUTION 

The equipment used in bowl- 
ing has gradually changed 
with the times and the rules 
of the game and specifications 
of the equipment used have 
been standarized to be fair to 
all the people who participate 
in the sport. 

The pins originally used in 
bowling were simple wooden

Bowling is a game which 
can be played by people of all 
ages. Skill, rather than physi- 
cal stamina is the prerequisit. 
Aside from the accuracy which 
must be developed by practice, 
bowling is a relatively easy 
game to play and requires a 
minimum of equipment, A per- 
son may bowl even if he has 


no equipment because it can 
be rented at any howling lane.

A warning Jabei was carried on 
packages of a major U. S. cigarette 
manufacturer in Raleigh, North Caro- 
lina today, in the heart of the tobacco- 
growing district. The label reads 

-“Gaution. Cigarette smoking may be 
hazardous to your health,” 


The warning was carried on the 
side panel of packs of L & M cigarettes 
and is the same as carried on American 
Tobacco Company's Sweet Caperols 
when that brand was converted into 
filter-tips in October, reports Canad- 
jan Press. 


Federal American legislation went 
into effect early this year requiring the 
warning on cigarettes sold in the Unit- 
ed States after Saturday. 

There is little if any doubt that cig- 
arette smoking is a health hazard and 
the Canadian government might well 
consider passing similar legislation 
forcing manufacturers to warn con- 


sumers of possible risks involved in 
continuous use of cigarettes. 

Those addicted to the pernicious 
weed will no doubt continue to believe 
it to be, as Burton wrote in his “Anat- 
omy of Melancholy”, “Tobacco, divine, 
rare, super-excellent tobacco, which 
goes far beyond all panaceas, potable 
gold and philosopher's stones, a Soy- 
ereign remody to all diseases.”

Article Ten 
Lighting 


Probably most of the picture 
taking round about now, will 
be done indoors. Pictures of 
New Years parties, family ga- 
therings, visitors from distant 
places, seasons decorations, or 
just ordinary pictures of the 
children at play inside. What- 
ever it is, in most cases it calls 
for artificial lighting of some 
kind, 

Of the several methods of 
lighting that can be used, flash 
is by far the most simple and 
convenient, though not always 
the best for some subjects. 
Most, if not all, the late mode} 
cameras have provision for 
flash, either on, or close to, the 
camera. However, flash (or 
any other kind of light) right 
on the camera close to the 
lens, gives a flat, front lighting, 
which is perfectly satisfactory 
for colour, but not so good for 
monochrome, 

With colour film, the colour 
itself separates the tones and 
gives the necessary contrast, 
but in black and white film 
there is nothing but varying 
tones of grey, and a flat light- 
ing gives a flat picture. When 
working with monochrome, 
therefore, it is necessary to 
light the subject in a manner 
that will give the required con- 
trast, modelling and tonal se- 
paration. If the flash gun can 
be removed from the camera, a 
better effect can be obtained 
by holding it eighteen inches 
or so to the side of, and above 
the lens centre, This angle of 
lighting may cause shadows, 
which if objectionable, can be 
lightened up by means of a re- 
flector placed near the sub- 
ject. A bed sheet, white table 
cloth, a projection screen, or 
even a sheet of white paper,

This is the simplest me- 
thod of lighting the shadows, 
and gives a nicely rounded 
picture with soft shadows full 
of detail. 


Of course, with the simple 
box camera and other types 
built with simplicity of oper- 
ation in mind, this cannot be 
done, because the gun is plug- 
ged into the camera body, or 
is built into the camera, and 
cannot be removed for side 
lighting, However, if the gun 
is attached to the shutter by 
means of a flexible connection, 
it can easily be used off- 
camera. Most of this type have 
a coiled cord which can be 
streched out to give plenty of 
distance, but if it is too short, 
synchronizer extension cords 
can be obtained, one end of 
which attaches to the synchro- 
nizer post on the shutter, and 
the other end to the cable on 
the gun. 


FLOOD LIGHTING 

As stated earlier, flash is 
not always the most suitable 
lighting for some subjects such 
as portraits, or room interiors, 
or any objects that have depth. 
In such cases, much more plea- 
sing results can be obtained by 
means of flood lighting. 

This can be done by ordinary 
house lighting bulbs, but there 
are bulbs specially made for 
this purpose, under the name 
of “Photo-flood bulbs.” These

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-1965—A YEAR OF ACHIEVEMENT 


At the dawn of a new year, 
we recall some of the high- 
lights and important events of 
1965. 

It was a year of petitions; 
there was controversy, indus- 
trial progress and tragedy. 
The petitions were all pe- 
titions of protest; the contro- 
versy included the choosing of 
a centennial project in 
Lindsay and a threatened jail 
strike, Tragedy came in the 
form of traffic deaths, hunting 
accidents and extensive pro- 
perty damage in area fires. 
The main petitions during 
the year opposed fuoridation 
of the town’s water supply, 
widening of Colborne Street 
and the erection of the CATV 
tower. <A petition was also 
circulated opposing the estab- 
lishment of a drive-in restau- 
rant on Kent Street. 
CENTENNIAL PROJECT 
Lindsay’s centennial project 
was finally decided this year 
after nearly two years of dis- 
cussion. Last year submis- 
sions had gone in a circle from 
council to committee to sub- 
committee and back to council. 
Then council sent them back 
to committee for further study. 
Finally the landscaping of 
Victoria Park and development 
of the George Street Ball Park 
was approved. 

In January, 1964, the coun- 
cil decided to go all out to get 
Lindsay’s share of the centen- 
nial grants and a committee 
was set up to study the multi- 
tude of suggestions. 

By June 10, 1964, centen-

VICTORIA COUNTY 
Victoria County was much 
in the news with a threatened 
jail strike. 

The strke did not take place, 
but jail guards had threaten- 
ed to strike on Labour Day and 
prisoners were hastily taken 
from their cells and moved to 
the jail at Whitby. 
Strike action, however, was 
deferred on Labour Day in an- 
ticipation that a settlement 
might stem from talks with 
committees of council. No 
settlement resulted but the 
“troublemakers” on the jail 
staff were “weeded out.” Jail 
Governor Wib Hartwick was 
fired and some other guards 
quit. 
The council was also con- 
cerned with two other issues: 
the formation of a county 
health unit and what to do 
about the proposed area jail. 
At the November session, 
the county took the first step 
toward the establishment of 
an area jail by signing an area 
jail agreement with represen- 
tatives of Peterboro, and 
Northumberland and Durham 
Counties. 
A few days later the coun- 
cil voted against the establish- 
ment of a county health unit. 
In January, Warden Robert 
Cammack, in an address to 
council had predicted the for- 
mation of a county health unit 
and construction of an area 
jail in his inaugural speech. 
The county council’s latest 
problem is charges of ill-usage 
of inmates at the Home for 
the Aged. The matter is pre- 
sently under investigation. 
TRAGEDY 
Seven people died in traffic 
accidents in Lindsay and the 
immediate surroundng area in 


Lindsay OPP reported out of 
a total of 275 accidents in their 
area, 84 were injury accidents 
and six people were killed. 
Lindsay Police Department 
reported one fataliay this year 
and 21 injury accidents out of 
197 reportable accidents. 
Deaths from hunting acci- 
dents in Haliburton County 
were up this year when a half- 
dozen hunters died. Two chil- 
dren in the Minden area were 
accidentally shot but fortun- 
ately did not die after they had

Haliburton Residents Find 

A Champion In Their 

Fight For Recognition 

While visiting in the town 
of Haliburton last week I de 
cided to pay a New Year's Day 
visit to an old friend Glen 
Hodgson. This well-known son 
of an even better known fa- 
ther is the M.P.P. for Victoria 
and Haliburton. Glen and I 
used to travel to Toronto to- 
gether in the days when he was 
visiting the Compensation 
Hospital after a severe leg in- 
jury in a logging accident. 

Glen and his charming wife 
Shirley live with what appears 
to be a large number of child- 
ren in an impressive house on 
Haliburton’s village hill. When 
I called there I expected to find 
the family relaxing and enjoy- 


ing the holidays. This was not 
the case. Glen was busy reading 
some of the two hundred let- 
ters that he receives, and per- 
sonally answers, every month. 
The phone rang constantly and 
I could hear Shirley taking 
messages. Three constituents 
called round at the door on 
business during my two hour 
visit. 

It would seem as though the 
life of a provincial member of 
parliament is a very busy one. 
It also occurred to me that 
many residents of this elector- 
al district would have little 
knowledge of the personal life 
of their representative. With 
this in mind I asked Glen some 
pertinent questions about his 
life as an M.P.P. 

Glen Hodgson was elected to 
the Victoria and Haliburton 
seat after a hard fought elec- 
tion against Cliff Benson, the 
Liberal standard bearer, on 
September 6, 1963. His father, 
Clayton Hodgson, had held the 
area for the federal Conserva- 
tives for many years but this 
was Glenn’s first attempt at 
politics. His brother Lou was 
successful in his first bid for a 
provincial seat in Scarborough 
in the same election. 

Glen informed me that this 
riding is one of the largest in 
Ontario. and probably the 
largest in the south of the pro- 
vince. This factor presents 
special problems to an eager 
young member of parliament 
who wishes to keep in close 
contact with his constituents. 
How do you get round to all 
of the small rural towns, vil- 
lages, and hamlets in an area 
where Lindsay, with a popula- 
tion of possibly 12,000, is the 
largest community? 

Glen says that he tries to 
visit them all each year, but, 
with the legislature sitting for 
some one hundred days of that 
period and with the many other 
commitments of this office, it 
is becoming more and more 
difficult, Perhaps this  ac- 
counts for the large amount of 
letter writing that he carries 
on. 
J asked Glen why he decided 
to enter the political ring. I 
expected him to say that his 
father had had something to 
do with it, and I was right. 
There were a number of per- 
sonal friends who thought that 
he had the qualifications to re- 
present the Conservative 
Party, but the fact that he had 
grown up in a political home 
was important too. Glen was 
also very much aware of what 
was going on in Haliburton and 
Victoria counties and he felt 
that he could do something as 
an M.P.P. 

There is no doubt in my own 
mind that being the elected 
representative of a riding is a 
full-time job. ‘There was a 
time when it could be a lucra-

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tive part-time position for 
someone who was in a position 
where they could take a few 
days off from time to time. 
Those days are now gone. 
Glen is kept very busy with 
his telephone calls, letters, 
personal appearances at rid- 
ing functions, and some forty 
or more trips each year to 
Toronto when parliament is 
in session. 


Listening to Glen speaking 
brought back to mind much of 
the busyness of my own life as 
a clergyman. It all sounded 
very familiar when he spoke 
about the way his family life 
often suffered. Personal shop- 
ping trips, hockey games, and 
even holidays, had to be can- 
celled when something impor- 
tant came up at the last min- 
ute. 


When I mentioned to my 
host that T could see many si- 
milarities in the position of a 
clergyman and a member of 
parliament he agreed whole- 
heartedly. He could see how 
so much of the former work of 
the church has been taken 
over by government and that 
the elected representative was 
the man who people now came 
to see to get things done. Wel- 
fare and education were cited 
as two of the more important 
functions that the government 
has taken over in recent years. 
Glen also finds that his advice 
and counsel is sought by many 
people of all walks of life, all 
races, and all creeds. The job 
is certainly one of complete 
public service. 

I asked Glen if there were 
any particular problems that 
bothered him as he tried to 
serve his constituents, He re- 
plied that there were several. 
One of the greatest problems 
is the lack of understanding 
that people have about the re- 
sponsibility of their provincial 
member, They all too often 
ask him to solve problems that 
are federal rather than pro- 
vincial matters. Again, he is 
often asked to settle issues that 
are of municipal or county 
jurisdiction rather than provin- 
cial. 

OVERLAPPING 


Another difficult problem 
is in the field of welfare. There 
is a certain amount of overlap- 
ping in welfare work despite 
the efforts of government at 
all levels to prevent duplica- 
tion.

Montreal (CP) — The Presi- 
dent of the Canadian Chamber 
of Commerce Major-General R. 
H. Keefler, says he hopes 1966 
will be the year in which 
“Canada will get tax policies 
which will promote develop- 
ment and employment and sti- 
mulate savings.” He made his 
statement in a year-end mes- 
sage in Montreal today. 

Major-General Keefler said 
taxation can have an important 
bearing on Canada’s ability to 
compete internationally. He 
said, “important tax reforms 
have been held up pending 
receipt of the Carter Royal 
Commission on taxation.” 

He said that while prospects 
are good for strong economic 
growth in the year ahead, the 
inflation threat should be 
watched. 

He warned “we are exper. 
iencing rising labour costs. 
shortages of skilled labour, 
price increases, tighter credit, 
strongly rising imports and a 
flattening in the upward 
curve of exports.

WHY PEOPLE AVOID 
A MEDICAL CHECKUP 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: It’s 
one thing for you to tell people 
to go to a doctor for yearly 
physical examinations and 
quite another to influence 

) people to do so. 

Take me, for example. I 
agree with you 100 per cent, It 
makes good sense to me as a 
businessman to protect one’s 
equipment. I have regular 
overhauls of my own factory 
machinery. 

But in dealing with machin- 
ery you're not up against hu- 
man muscle, blood and ner- 
ves. What I co for my busi- 
ness equipment and what I do 
for myself are based on that 
diffeernce. The machinery 
has nothing to say about it 
but I do. 

. The truth is that I’m too 
scared to go to a doctor be- 
cause I don’t think I could 
take any bad news. For exam- 
ple, if I went in for a periodic 
physical checkup feeling fine, 
how would I take it if X rays 
discovered a small lump in my 
lung that required operation? 
Or that I had an unsuspected 
ulcer of the stomach? Or that 
examination of the back of my 
eyes revealed that I had be- 
ginning trouble with my arter- 
ies or diabetes? 

Do you see what I mean, 
doctor? I think here is the rea- 
son why so many stay away; 
although they agree with you 

' that a checkup is the sensible 
thing to have. Can you con- 
vince me? I'm still open to 
reason.—Mr. X.

All I am suggesting is that 
early discovery of a failing 
machine or failing human 
body-part are of similar im- 
portance, in that early recog- 
nition of trouble is the surest 
way to remedy it. 

Go to your doctor. 
your fingers crossed if it 
makes you feel better. You 
may be pleasantly surprised. 
In many cases anxious patients 
find an indescribable lift in 
spirits when the doctor’s ver- 
dict comes back “not guilty”. 
It’s a great feeling.

The impact of the 
blood up against the elastic 
walls of the arteries at the 
wrist is what is called the 
pulse beat. The doctor can 
also count the heart beat by 
listening to the heart itself 
with stethoscope.

Asthma, being the common 
and stubborn disease it is, 1S 
the source of many questions 
in the minds of readers. Yor 
example, such queries as: Is 
asthma hereditary? Does it 
get better with age? Can a per- 
son With asthma live a normal 


life? How about marriage for| 


the asthmatic? These, and 
many other similar questions, 
arise among asthmatic patients 
and famtly members. Let’s 


briefly consider some of them. 
It’s true that such conditions 
as asthma, hay fever and mi- 


mal lives. As for entering the 
marriage state, such advice 
should come from the physi- 
cian in charge. He should 
frankly discuss the patient's 
disease, and the couple will 
have to make their own deci- 
sion,

Article 11 
Tips for Beginners 


Here is something for those 
new-comers to the fascinating 
field of photography, as well as 
a few hints on camera care for 
everyone. To get the most en- 
joyment, and the best results 
from your new camera, you 
should spend some time get- 
ting to know it. Be sure to 
read the instruction leaflet, or 
book, that gomes with the ca- 
mera. When mention is made 
of any part, locate that part 
on the camera, and be sure you 
understand its use. 

With the camera empty, 
practise using it as though you 
were taking a picture. Sight 
through the view finder, and 
if there is a rangefinder, prac- 
tise its use until you can hit 
the exact focus spot in a hurry. 


There will be times when you 
have to focus fast on a moving 
object, and the only way to do 
that is be used to doing it. 
When using the view finder, 
study the composition, and 
try other angles, and other po- 
sitions. Move in close, until 
the actual picture you want 
fills the entire field. In other 
words, don’t just point the 
camera in the general direction 
of the subject matter, and 
shoot, but decide just what you 
want, and then make sure it, 
and it alone, is framed in the 
view finder. 

Many pictures lose their 
value because they have been 
made from too far away, 
thus including a lot of useless 
foreground and background 
which space could have been 
advantageously occupied by 
the subject matter of the in- 
tended picture. 

If you have one of the fixed 
focus cameras, find out from 
the instructions, what is the 
closest distance from camera 
to subject, that will enable you 
to get a clear picture. Memor- 
ize this distance so that you 
will always move in as close as 
necessary to fill the view find- 
er, yet will not get closer than 
you should and find the pic- 
ture blurred by being “out of 
focus.” 

It is a good idea too, to prac- 
tise operating the shutter re- 
lease, and try to develop a 
gentle squeezing motion which 
will release the shutter with- 
out causing camera movement. 
Do not jab the release, as this 
will inevitably cause the ca- 
mera to jump as the shutter 
opens, and blur the picture. A 
surprisingly large number of 
otherwise good pictures have 
been ruined just by being in 
too great a hurry to get that 
shutter open. True, it is often 
a case of work fast, or lose the 
picture, but that does not ex- 
cuse the frenzied shutter jab, 
The fraction of a second longer 


‘| that it takes to open the shut- 


ter gently, will not lose the 


‘| picture, but a hurried jab will. 


Just as important as know- 
ing how to use your camera is 
knowing how to care for it, A 
camera case, or field case as 
it is sometimes called is a good 
investment in protecting the 
camera from damage, from 
scuffing, and from too great 
an accumulation of dust. Dust, 
by the way, in the camera, on 
the camera, and in the dark- 
room is one of the photograph- 
er’s enemies and should be 
kept away by every means pos- 
sible. 

Clean the outside of the ca- 
mera occasionally with a soft 
dusting brush, and if neces- 
sary follow the brushing with a 
clean cloth to remove dull 
spots and sticky finger marks. 
If there are any abrasian 
marks, they may be covered 
with a small touch of shoe pol- 


ish, well rubbed in, and then 
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especially written for

polished off. ‘The lens should 
be kept clean as outlined in a 
recent issue, by lens cleaning 
tissues. A clean cotton hand- 
kerchief, which has been wash- 
ed a number of times is a sa- 
tisfactory substitute for lens 
cleaning tissues, if you hap- 
pen to have none on hand. 

On the beach, protect the 
camera as well as you can, 
from sand and spray. Moisture 
on the lens will result in blur- 
red pictures at the time, and 
when it dries it will leave a 
spotty deposit that will tend 
to spoil definiton of any pic- 
tures taken before cleaning. 
Sand in the ‘‘works” will slow 
down shutter speeds, and even- 
tually grind away the bearings 
and ruin the camera.

The world therefore 
becomes our market” the spe- 
cialist said. He said maple 
syrup may be a luxury item, 
but its market possibilities are 
tremendous. He said very few 
products offer such attractive 
possibilities noting that the 
industry has direct connec- 
tions to the export trade 
through several government 
agencies. 

Mr. Goodin stressed the 
need for attention to the in- 
roads being made by suppliers 
of artificial maple products as 
substitutes for maple syrup. 
“The situation is serious and 
demands the attention of the) 
industry” Mr, Goodin warned. 
Mr. Goodin related an incident 
of his knowledge of a restaur- 
ant customer demanding to

USEFUL KNOTS 


A new feature of the scout column will be five arti- 
cles on knots which ave not only useful to cubs and 
scouts but to boaters and well, just about everyone. 


The first knot will be one of the easier knots to 
tie—the reef knot or square knot. 


The square knot is used for tying bandages in 
first aid because it is flat; it is used for tying two ropes 
of equal thickness together and it is ideal for reefing or 
furling sails. 


This is how to tie it in three easy steps: 


Pass the rope in your left hand over and then under the 
rope in your right hand. 


‘Step 2. 


Now take the rope in your right hand and place it over 
and then under the rope in your left hand.

“We have to have a crop 
like corn in Ontario to com- 
pete in an agricultural sense in 
total grain production” Guelph 
professor George Jones told 
members attending the Vic- 
toria Soil and Crop Improve- 
ment Association Annual 
meeting at Lindsay Tuesday. 

Professor Jones is connect- 
ed with the crop Science De- 
partment of the Department of 
Agriculture, and a lecturer at 
the Guelph University, Prof. 
Jones spoke on the subject 
“Corn and cereal grain pro- 
duction” and stressed the im- 
portance of corn and barley in 
this area of the province. 

“We used to think the cheap 
grain from the West would 
supply our needs, but actually 
western grain never was or 
ever will be a cheap feed. We 
actually have to compete with 
the great “grain basket” of

midwestern U.S. and that is 
why we have turned to corn 
for greater production” the 
crop scientist said. 
Continuing, Prof, Jones said 
corn is an excellent crop for 
sileage because it makes for 
a very concentrated feed 
which can be stored in a rela- 
tively small space and it pro- 


duces more total feed per 
acre. 

Mr. Jones said in this area 
early grain corn hybrids 


should be used and planting 
dates should be early in May 
if soil conditions are suitable. 

He said plant population 
should be 19,000 to 20,000 
plants per acre where wide or 
medium row widths are used. 
He said fertility must be main- 
tained at a high level and the 
potash and phosphorous may 
be applied and plowed down 
in the fall, He said the nitrate 


should be applied just before 
planting or shortly after, and 
noted that all seed should be 
treated with a fungicide and 
in some cases an 
before planting. 

Professor Jones said weed 
control is absolutely essential 
in corn production and modern 
chemicals may be used in al- 
most every situation and re- 
marked how well the corn 
crop was suited to mechaniz- 
ation. 

Barley Adaptable 

Professor Jones stressed 
the adaptability of barley as 
another grain crop. He said 
barley under good conditions 
should produce tons of grain 
per acre and should be plant- 
ed as early as the ground is 
suitable for germination. He 
said the ground should receive 
more fertility than one would 
use for oats.

Lindsay council 
again recommend 
County Welfare 


Lindsay Council at their 
Tuesday night meeting con- 
curred by a split vote in rec- 
/ommending to Victoria County 
‘Council the establishment, of 
Welfare on a County basis. 

Deputy Reeve Neil report- 
‘ed welfare costs for Lindsay 
were’down $2000 in 1965 com- 
pared to 1964. He said wel- 
fare for Lindssy in December 

1965 cost the town $1,322.03. 

Speaking on the recommen- 
|dation to County Council for 
|the adoption of a County Wel- 


w fare Unit, Deputy Reeve Neil 


{said it had been found in se- 
veral other counties that had 
adopted the County Units, that 
welfare costs had been re- 
duced as much as thirty per- 
cent. Councillor Dr. Fawcett 
questioned this statement un- 
til Mr. Neil explained that un- 
der individual municipal units 
|full benefit from government 
grants are frequently not rea- 
lized. 

Mr. Neil said under a County 
Unit the work was centralized 
and all areas were served by 
informed persons. Drs. Hol- 
|lows and Dr. Fawcett opposed 
the motion to concur in the 
recommendation. 


‘‘Grain-Basket’’ Of Mid-Western U.S. 
Competition For Ontario - Speaker 


“Early planted barley will 
be filling during the mid June 
and mid July period when the 
days are long. A good barley 
| crop shoula average about four 
bushels per day of yield during 
the filling period if weather 


conditions are suitable” Prof. 
Jones said. 
Professor Jones told the 


meeting that barley can be 
grown year after year on the 
same ground if the manage- 
ment is good. He said barley is 
a very suitable crop to pro- 
duce high yield, high energy 
feed where the total heat units 
are not not suitable for corn 


production, such as in nor- 
thern areas of Ontario. 
“Barley planted early in 


the spring is seldom seriously 
damaged by frost, but may be 
held up badly in growth on 
fields where there is poor 
drainage,” the crop specialist 
stated.

You may recollect that in 1961 the 
whole population of the British Crown 
Colony of Tristan da Cunha in the 
South Atlantic was evacuated to Great 
Britain when a volcanic disturbance 
threatened the future of their island 
home. The entire population only to- 
tals 280 and the islanders are descend- 
ents of settlers of over 400 years ago. 

The islands were discovered by the 
Portugese in 1506 and annexed by 
Great Britain in 1816. The islands 
contain an important meteorological 
and radio station. 

The Tristan da Gunhans were home- 
sick during their sojourn in Britain and 
they returned to their island home in 
1963, many of them taking back tran- 
sistor radios and other forms of the 
trappings of civilization. 

Now some of the islanders are now 
yearing for the new life they experienc- 
ed in Britain and want to return again. 


of Islands 


A Colonial Office spokesman says it is 
almost certain that if more than a 
handful of the islanders wish to return, 
some sort of special arrangement will 
be made for them. 

In Tristan some years ago it is said 
the currency used among the islanders 
was potatoes, in Britain they used 
Sterling, one of the world’s great cur- 
rencies. The islands were two ex- 
tremes. 

The story is interesting for it shows 
that although the islanders living an 
idyllic existence on a spot in the South 
Atlantic may feel homesick for home 
when they first leave their island, they 
found life in the big civilized world 
wasn’t really so bad—in retrospect that 
is, 

Perhaps those of us yearning for 
peace and quiet in a little island back- 
water also might want to return to the 
hurly-burly of civilization in a couple 
of years.

Today's Highlight In History 

On this date in 1935, Amelia Har- 
hart, a United States woman aviation 
pioneer, set a record of 18 hours, 16 
minutes for the 24-hundred-mile solo 
flight from Hawaii to California. Born 
in 1898, she achieved fame as the first 
woman to cross the Atlantic by air — 
as a passenger in a flight from New 
foundland to Wales in 1928. She died 
attempting to make a round-the-world 
flight in 1937 when her plane vanished 
in the South Pacific.

HOOKED RUGS 

Have you every thought of 
taking up a hobby? On these 
cold winter days, when you 
don’t have to go outside and 
have your housework caught 
up, with some spare time on 
your hands, try hooking a rug. 
It is easier than you think, to 
make a professional-looking 
rug. And it is such a fascina: 
ting hobby, that you will want 
to start another rug, as soon 
as you havve finished the first 
one. 

The equipment needed, is 
very inexpensive to buy. You 
will require a rug hook, a pat- 
tern, a frame, and pieces of 
wool material, or heavy yarn. 

Any variety store carries the 
materials, at a nominal cost. 
A pattern consists of a square 
or rectangle made of burlap. 
with a pattern already im- 
printed on it. There are other 
types of patterns available, 
but the burlap one is more in- 
expensive, and more practical. 

You can make your own 
frame at home. Make it with 
four one-inch boards. They 
should be about six inches 
longer than the pattern. At 
each corner of the frame, 
place a clamp, so that you can 
adjust the size of the frame, 
if necessary. ‘The pattern is 
then placed on the frame with 
thumb tacks, which makes it 
easy to remove. 

The materials used in mak- 
ing the rug, are odds and ends 
of wool pieces, old blanket 
material, etc., cut in narrow 
strips. These pieces of cloth 


are of different colours, for 
design. Or you can use heavy 


knitting yarn. 

Poke the hook through the 
burlap, on the right side, and 
draw up a piece of material, 
forming a loop on the right 
side. Then poke the hook 
through again, making anoth- 
er loop. Continue this process 
and before you know it, you 
are making a rug. 

When you are finished, bind 
the edges, and line with any 
material you wish. 


HOUSEHOLD SCRAPBOOK

Squeaking Hinges 

If some of your inside door 
hinges are squeaking annoy- 
ingly, you can put a silencer 
on them very easily. Lift out 
the hinge pins, one at a time, 
and rub their surfaces well 
wtih a soft lead pencil. This 
is a “graphite” method of lu- 
brication, and it usually puts 
an effective end to the squeak- 
ing.

Let this 
paste remain on for about two 
hours, then scrub off with hot 
water and soap, rinse with 
clear water, and let dry.

A. Buttonhole around the 
edge of the tear before draw- 
ing it together. Then oversew 
the buttonhole. Your repair 
should then be a substantial 
one.

GRANT TAX CONCESSIONS TO NEW 
TOURIST RESORTS REPORT URGES 


Toronto (CP) — The Ontario 
Economie Council today pro- 
posed that tax concessions be 
granted to encourage the esta- 
blishments of major tourist re- 
sorts in this province. 

In a report prepared by its 
fourist industry committee, 
the council says that the num- 
ber of new resorts established 
since 1945 can be counted al- 


most on the fingers of one 


hand. 

The Council attributes one 
of the main causes of the lack 
of new resorts to the relatively 
brief tourist season in Ontario. 
It says profits during the sea- 
son are not always large 
enough to attract the large ca- 
pital investment needed. 

The Council’s report sug- 
gests that some assistance 
from the government may be 
necessary to encourage the 
growth in major resort and 
hotel establishments. It says 


this could be done by construc- | 


tion of secondary attractions 


near resorts, or by a greater 
emphasis on natural and his- 
torical attractions by the On- 
tario Government. 

The Ontario Economic Coun- 
cil says the province needs 
more resorts of an Interna- 
tional stature, and that such 
resorts can be prime earners 
of foreign exchange.

Green Light for Channel tunnel 


Next year, 900 years after Great 
Britain was invaded by William the 
Conqueror in 1066, government offic- 
jials in the U.K. and France must make 
a decision about the Channel Tunnel 
link, which has been a dream since 
1802, 

The technical green light, in the 
form of a survey report reached the 
two governments within the last few 
days. Assured of the feasibility of 
construction, whether a bore or an im- 
mersion tube, the second phase of this 
19th century dream will loom large in 
the New Year. 

Private enterprise can build it. A 
public company exists which can fi- 
nance it, but there are other alterna- 
tives. It can be built through a mix- 
ed economy, cr it can become an Anglo- 


French government project. 

Whatever happens, Britain, through 
her forward-thinking scientists and 
civil engineers, will have played a vital 
role in the exploratory work since 1964, 
when on-site work began on the geo- 
physical survey. 

Seventy bore-holes have been com- 
pleted across the Channel, while there 
has also been additional 17 land bores, 
10 on the English coast, and seven on 
the French side. 

This near £2 million survey, shared 
equally between the British Govern- 
ment, and the Societe Nationale des 
Chemins de Fer, on behalf of the 
French Government, indicates there 
are no major adverse geological condi- 
tions which might impede the con- 
struction of the tunnel,

There was a time when those lawy- 
ers who were Queen’s Council were the 
elite of the legal profession, but this is 
no longer true. In Ontario, the idea 
of reserving this as the highest of pro- 
fessional honors, to be conferred only 
upon barristers with exceptional learn- 
ing and ability in practice before the 
courts, has long since been smothered. 
The recipient's standing as a barrister 
does not seem to guide the selection 
and the honor js often given to lawyers 
who never appear in court. 

The very numbers in which the ap- 
pointments are’ ladled out devalues 
their meaning but the Ontario Govern- 
ment seems content to elt the degrada- 
tion continue. Mr. Wishart has ob- 
viously abandoned the attempt initiat- 
ed by his predecessor to restore mean- 
ing and value to the title, choosing In- 
Stead to hasten the day when it will 
be nothing more than a long-service 
medal. At arate of 110 a year, it 
should not take too long.

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Wholesale Prices jump upwards 


Ottawa (CP)—For the second time 
in nine months, there has been a sharp 
jump upwards in wholesale prices. The 
Dominion Bureau of statistics has re- 
ported its index based on 1935-89 pric- 
es equalling 100 jumped last month to 
255.5 from 268.8 in November and 252 
in October. 


The index measures prices of nearly 
all goods not covered by the consumer 
price index. It had kept within a nar- 
row range of about one point above 
and below 245 for most of 1963 and 
1964, ' 


It shot up last April, May and June to 
262, and then eased off a point during 
the summer months, Now it has risen 
three more points. 

Statisticlans say there is no direct 
connecton between the general whole- 
sale index and the consumer price in- 
dex. The latter’s climb has been 
steadier. It rose particularly during 
June and July last year. It stood at 
140.2 in November, compared with 
135.9 in November, 1964, based on 1949 
prices equalling 100. 


In its second annual review released 
Tuesday, the Bconomic Council of 


Canada saw “little evidence to indicate 
that a broad and widely dispersed accel- 


eration of price increases or accentu- ~ 


ation of price pressures is under way.” 


That was based on information avail- 
able when the book went to press in 
November. The council warned for 
the future, however, that “an impor- 
tant requirement for averting the em- 
ergence of a widespread pattern of ex- 
cessive price and cost pressures is to 
maintain flexibility and competitive 
markets in the economy,” 

The council attributed most of the 
rise in prices during 1965 to special and 
specific cases, Meat prices were high- 
er principally because of conditions in 
United States markets. Building costs 
went up with the imposition of federal 
sales taxes on building products and 
machinery. 


This was borne out by the general 
wholesale index. The animal products 
index which was 250.6 and 251 in Novy- 
ember and December 1964, jumped to 
285.9 and 293.8 in November and De- 
cember, 1965. The December build- 
ing materials indexes have not yet been 
released. 


A new life for Nubians 


Aswan, Hgypt — (CP) — The Nub- 
jans have completed their exodus from 
their ancient homeland in upper Egypt 
and are adapting to a new way of life 
in Aswan. The once sacred villages 
of the 70 thousand uprooted Nubians 
now lie beneath Lake Nasser, rising be- 
hind Hgypt’s Aswan high dam. 


Late in 1964 the Dgyptian govern- 
ment mobilized steamers and sailboats 
to start the Nubian exodus. It was 
hard to convince them that their land 
would be submerged forever as the 
lake filled. They were reluctant to 
leave and most stayed until waters act- 
ually threatened their houses. 


Tall, slim and tough, Nublians pride 
themselves on a glorious history and 
old traditions. Their forefathers once 
invaded and ruled Egypt during the 


time of the Pharaoahs. They consider 
themselves a purer people than their 
fellow Aswanis. ; 
' At Aswan they found new villages 
neatly built for them. But they spent 
their first nights in the open air, unwil- 
ling to accept the new life. These yil- 
lages now bear the names of the old 
submerged yillages. Most had new 
farmland, others were given jobs on 
the dam until the dam made possible 
land reclamation. 


The Nubians stick to their old ways 
in many instances. The heavily veil- 
ed women are seldom seen outside 
their houses. The men rarely visit the 
city of Aswan. 


But the government has furnished 
cut price transistor radios and batteries. 
Mobile cultural caravans visit the vil- 


lages from time to time. 4 


Was George III a “mad Monarch’? 


London—(CP) — Medical research- 
ers in London say King George The 
Third, regarded as a “mad monarch,” 
Was not mentally illin the accepted 
Sense at all. The researchers report 
they have discovered that he suffered 
from a classic case of Porphyria. 


Medical dictionaries describe Por- 
phyria as a pathological state brought 
on by genetic factors. 


The new slant on King George’s mal- 
ady is in the current issue of the Brit- 
ish Medical Journal. Doctors Ida 
MacAlpine and Doctor Richard Hunter 
say they plowed through acres of re- 
cords to seek the real cause of the 
king’s so-called “madness.” 

They say: “This study allows the 
certain conclusion that George The 
Third’s malady was not mental in the 
accepted sense, in whatever old or 
modern terms it may be phrased.” 

“The discovery—they add — clears 
the Royal House of Hanover of an her- 


editary taint of madness imputed to it 
by the longsustained but erroneous in- 
terpretation of the king's illness.” 

The doctors’ research showed that 
the assumption King George The Third 
‘was “neurotic” would also have to be 
revised, since Porphyria could render 
its victims, restless, hurried, agitated 
and impulsive—especially in minor at- 
tacks that go unrecognized. 

Until now, all these symptoms had 
been held up as evidence of the king’s 
“neurotic state.’ 


King George suffered from the dis- 
ease, in bouts lasting from one to six 
months, from the age of 26, but none 
was recorded during the American War 
of Independence, for which history has 
made him share the blame. 


Two previous clinical studies devot- 
ed to the king’s illness, both by Ameri- 
can psychiatrists, in 1955 and 1964, 
said the king was a maniac depressive 
and “undoubtedly psychotic.”

One authority on things spiritual 
recently was heard to say that a man 
who leaves the sacred ministry for a 
secular job lacks a sense of dedication 
which should have been with him all 
his life. 

There may be another explanation. 
It may be that the man who found it 
impossible to provide for his family on 
the stipend of a parson had to go into 
the business of teaching school or sell- 


ing insurance or working in a factory. 
Tt is possible that his new vocation, be- 
cause of the peace of mind that comes 
from a reasonably good income, will 
enable him to be ecclesiastical moon- 
lighter. 

Lay members of a church that does 
not provide adequately for the physical 
welfare of its parson and his family are 
the real sinners who have fallen from 
grace,

He went into the hills in 
1982, Now he is 66 and threat- 
ened. by a. civilization that 
wants to force him out of his 
remote home, in the name of 
Wilderness Preservation. 

Hart’s headquarters are at

mon River. He makes his 
clothes from animal skins, 
and his own utensils from the 
copper he mines. He has be- 
come known as Buckskin Bill. 

His trips out of the back 
country have been rare. When 
he needs gunpowder, books 
or the Darjeeling tea he likes, 
he pans a little gold, about 
150 dollars a year, and hikes 
to the hamlet of Burgdorf. 

In 1932, Hart’s visitors 
were as much as a year apart. 
Now, more and more tourists 
float past Buckskin Bill’s. The 
upshot of this is that his wil- 
derness has become a wilder- 
ness by statute. And no one 
is supposed to live there. 

So, Hart has applied for 
title to the. land he has occu- 
pied so long, and under cer- 
tain circumstances, title could

NEW SNOW SLIDE 
IN FRASER CANYON 


(CP)—A new snow slide ten 
feet deep has fallen across 
CNR tracks in the Fraser Can- 
yon of British Columbia, com- 
plicating efforts to free the 
railway’s Panorama ‘Trans- 
Continental train. The 200 
persons aboard have been 
stranded on the westbound 
train since Wednesday night. 
Food and other supplies are 
scheduled to be flown to the 
train by a big helicopter. 

On the other side of the 
Fraser Canyon, the CPR 
tracks were cleared early to- 
day and the Trans-Continen- 
tal Canadian rolled on to Van- 
couver, almost 24 hours late. 
Meanwhile, some 500 persons 
said to have been stranded on 
two CNR trains at Kamloops 
in the B.C. interior are re- 
ported to have been flown 
out to Edmonton. 

Still blocked in the Fraser 
Canyon is the Trans-Canada 
Highway and it isn’t expected 
to be re-opened until today. 

In Ottawa Friday, the Board 
of Transport Commissioners 
announced approval of the 
CPR plan to discontinue oper- 


ation of its second Trans- 
Continental train, The Do- 
minion,

Economic Council report gives 
criticism to Manpower programme 


Ottawa (CP) — The Econ- 
omic Council of Canada has 
sharp ¢rilicism of the loan fea- 
ture in the government’s new 
manpower mobility pro- 
gramme, under which certain 
workers are assisted in mov- 
ing to new job areas. 

The Council says it has seri- 
ous reservations about the de- 
cision to make one category 
of workers eligible for out- 
right grants and another 
group eligible only for loans, 
repayable over two years. 

The report says: 

“According to the govern- 
ment’s announcement, work- 
ers who have been unemploy- 
ed for four of the previous | 
six months will qualify for a 
grant, whereas workers who 
have been unemployed for 
any period of time less than 
this will receive loans”. 

The report adds: “Apart} 
from the difficulties which 
must surely arise in adminis- 
tering these two kinds of as-) 
sistance, it seems to us that 
the loan feature of the pro- | 
gramme will prove self-defeat- | 
ing. | 

“For example”, it continues, 
“A loan of $500 to $1,000 for | 
a family of several depend- 
ents, repayable over a two-| 
year period, may appear to an 
unemployed worker a formid-| 
able debt to contract before he 
and his family move to a new 
and perhaps uncertain econ- 
omic environment. Further-| 
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tend to penalize the more en- 
terprizing individual who 
seeks to shorten the duration 
of his unemployment”. 

The Economic Council says 
it considers mobility should 
be encouraged by grants rath- 
er than loans, with appro 
priate safeguards to avoid 
abuses.

LET THEM CATCH YOU 
TAKING DAYTIME NAP 


Mr. Y. ends his letter: 
“They'll never catch me nap- 
ping!” 

He was saying it figurative- 
ly, but so many are actually 
opposed to napping. They 
think it sissyish. When they 
say, “You'll never catch me 
napping”, they are puffing up 
their chest in he-mannish pose 
to convince you that napping 
is several notches below their 
level of living. 

Catnaps are for cats, Dog- 
naps are for dogs. And bird 
naps are for the birds! Not for 
me, they say, They ask, 
“Why should a red-blooded, 
healthy man go in for naps?” 

There are many good rea- 
sons based on sound physiolo- 
gical reasoning. An afternoon 
or early evening nap often 
makes up for a restless night 
fighting insomnia. Even in 
those who sleep well, the nap 
is icing on the cake. It renews 
and revives. It lends zest 
to the late afternoon work. 
The evening nap prepares you 
for a late night engagement 
(dinner party, theatre, etc.) 
so that you are the life of the 
party rather than a dud. 

The nap lowers your pulse 
rate. It lowers your blood 
pressure. It takes the crease 
out of your tensions and an- 
xieties. It gives your heart 
a respite by letting it beat in 
peace. 

You’ve been hearing a lot 
lately how exercise will pre- 


vent many coronary attacks. I 
believe periodic daily naps 
will be more effective in pro- 
moting good circulation, Any- 
thing that relieves abnormal 
tension is good for the heart. 


LENGTH A PERSONAL 
PROBLEM 

A nap is the perfect answer. 
Ten minutes? A half hour? 
An hour? How long shall the 
nap take? ‘That’s an entirely 
personal equation. Some are 
logy after only 10 minutes of 
forgetfulness and relaxation. 
Others think that an hour is 
too long. Whichever you fit 
into, at least fry a nap on for 
a change. 

And don’t be disappointed if 
you don’t succeed at first. It’s 


jlike learning to play the piano 


or violin. ‘They may laugh 
when you first sit down to 
play; and they may ridicule 
you when you first go in for 
napping every day. 

Let them laugh. After a 
while you'll surprise them 
with your added vigor and 
easy way of taking on the late 
afternoon hurdles in the of- 
fice, home or in the shop. Of- 
fice efficiency would be rais- 
ed precipitously by substitut- 
ing nap-breaks instead of cof- 
fee-breaks. 

So would the work of the 
tired housewife. Older civili- 
zation than ours have accepted 
the truth that the daily nap 
makes life more worthwhile. 
Someday we may get around 
to it on a national scale. Mean- 
while, why not give daily naps

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Federal Riding Redistribution 


Ottawa (CP)—The reports of the 
ten independent commissions charged 
with redistributing federal electoral 
ridings within each province now are 
complete. They will come up for de- 
bate early in the pariamentary session 
opening Tuesday. 

If the debate is swift, there might be 
an early proclamation of new bound- 
aries to reflect the population shift to 
urban areas since the last maps were 
drawn in 1952. But the indefinite 
wording of the Redistribution Act rais- 
es the possibility that the proclama- 
tion could be months away. 

The Reports must be tabled by the 
Commons Speaker within days after 
parliament opens. With another 30 
days any ten MPs can call for a de- 
bate on any report. A debate means 
automatic referral hack to the ¢om= 
mission, which has 80 days to either 
amend or stand by its decision. 

Presuming there are some debates, 
the earliest proclamation date would be 
mid-April. But loopholes in the legis- 
lation might push this date far beyond 
Spring. 

The act places no time limit on the 
debates. It says only that the debates 
must start within 15 days after an ob- 
jection is filed. There is nothing to 
prevent the government scheduling a 
one-day debate and then shelving the 
matter for months. 

The redistribution is intended to 
make all ridings in a province contain 
approximately equal numbers of per- 
sons. A 12-per-cent leeway in either 
direction is permitted to take care of 
geographic considerations such as 
sparsity of population or traditional 
social links between communities. 

The law calls for ridings to be re- 
shaped after each national census, 
taken every ten years. The present 
constituency boundaries still are bas- 
ed on the census of 1951. After that 
census, redistribution was carried out 
in 1952 and a general election held in 
1958 on the basis of the new electoral 
map. 

For various reasons, redistribution 
did not follow immediately after the 
last census in 1961. The general elec- 
tions of 1962, 1968 and 1965 all were 
fought on an electoral map far out of 
line with the “representation by popu- 
lation” principle. le 

The current redistribution began in 
1964 when Nelson Castonguay, the 
Federal Representation Commissioner, 
published the changes in the number 
of ridings assigned to each province. 
He is a member of each four-man pro- 
vincial commissjon. 

Ontario gained three seats, Alberta 
two and British Columbia one while

Saskatchewan lost three seats and 
Nova Scotia, Quebec and Manitoba 
each dropped one. 

Following is the post-redistribution 
breakdown by provinces with the pres- 
ent number of seats in brackets: 

Newfoundland seven (seyen), Nova 
Scotia eleven (12), New Brunswick 
ten (ten), Prince Hdward Island four 
(four), Quebec 74 (75), Ontario 88 
(85), Manitoba 13 (14), Saskatchewan 
14 (17), Alberta 19 (17), British Col- 
umbia 23 (22), Yukon one (one), 
Northwest ‘Territories one (one). 

The commissions last year published 
maps of the proposed néw ridings, 
These formed the basis for reresenta~ 
tions at the public hearings. What ef- 
fect the hearings had on the commis- 
sions will not be known until the re- 
ports are tabled in the Commons. 

This is the first time ridings have 
been redistributed by independent 
commissions. Formerly a parliament- 
ary committee did the work with the 
government of the day holding a ma- 
jority on the committees. This meth- 
od brought charges of “gerrymander- 
ing” when opposition members found 
their ridings had disappeared or been 
altered drastically. 


Preying On The Elderly 

Increasing concern is caused by im- 
postors who pose as “bank security of- 
ficers” to defratid elderly citizens of 
their savings. The most common ap- 
proach is to telephone a victim and re- 
quest support in trapping a “dishonest” 
bank employee, The victim is asked to 
withdraw a considerable sum from his 
or her bank account and take the 
money home, where a “bank messen- 
ger” collects it. Of course the money 
is never seen again. The thieves of- 
ten know the account number of the 
victim, as well as how much money is 
on deposit, and sometimes even arrange 
for a taxi to transport the victim to 
and from the bank. Police authorities 
stress that banks have their own inter- 
nal procedures to guard against dis- 
honesty, and never approach deposit- 
ors for assistance. Any requests to 
Withdraw money from the bank, or to 
turn over funds to unknown persons, 
should be refused instantly, and report- 
ed to your Police Department or Bank 
—“Telephone News”

Despite apathy, civil defence 
thrives and expands. 

E.M.O., the Emergency 
Measures Organization set up 
to combat the devastation of 
Nuclear Hell, already has had 
its testing time — in real life 
disasters. This is why the 
E.M.0. team presses on gamely 
even though few Canadians 
believe H-war will ever come. 

The explanation? Simply 
that the emphasis has swung 
away from preparing for nuc- 
lear war over to standing 
ready for peacetime emergen- 
cies. This change has won 
E.M.0. new support from the 
different governments involy- 
ed, and it has provided the 
necessany spark to bolster mor- 
ale at a time when civil defence 
is almost the last thing any- 
one is thinking about. 

Since 1952 Ottawa and the 
Provinces have spent about 
$30. million on civil defence 
(preparations. Ottawa has spent 
$21 million to build the stock- 
piles of medical supplies, 
emergency feeding equip- 
ment, ete., required when dis- 
aster strikes. 

Tt has already paid off on a 
number of occasions.

A careless driving case a-

Charges of careless driving, 
carrying a loaded firearm and 
having liquor in a place other 
than residence against the ac- 
cused were dismissed afer evi- 
dence of mysterious circum- 
stances were presented by the 
defence. 


Before the case started, Ma- 
gistrate Munro ruled on a 
motion for dismissal made by 
defence counsel Edward Hill 
last week. Mr, Hill had asked 
for the dismissal because the 
automobile accident from 
which the charges arose did 
not occur in the Township nam- 
ed. 


Magistrate Munro said as 
long as the accident occurred 
on a highway in Victoria Coun- 
ty, the description of the high- 
way was adequate because it 
was not an offence against a 


township bylaw where the lo- 
cation was an important factor.

couver Island, it was the 
E.M.O. that was ready and op- 
erational.

MclIlmoyle’s reference to other 
car accidents was not evidence. 
“It would be great for a de- 
tective story of Leprechauns 
shoving cars off the road but 
it is not evidence,” he said. 


Mr. Elliott, who has been 
a transport truck driver for 
over 20 years, told of hearing 
voices while he lay semi-con- 
scious on the seat of the wreck- 
ed car, the strange disappear- 
ance of a frying pan, bag of 
groceries, car keys and the ap- 
pearance of a part-case of beer 
in the vehicle. 


Mr. Elliott’s evidence that 
his rifle had been rolled in his 
sleeping bag and placed in the 
trunk of his car was corobor- 
ated by his landlord, James 
Kwan of Oshawa. The court 
was told the magazine and 
ammunition were not in rifle 
when the car was loaded. Mr. 
Elliott said he put the clip and 
ammunition on the floor of 
the car.

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Q. What is the “hyperfocal 
distance,” and how is it used? 

A. Roughly speaking, it is 
the nearest point to the cam- 
era that lies in perfect focus 
when the lens is set for “infin- 
ity.” It is a function of the 
focal length and the aperture 
in use, taking into consider- 
ation the degree of sharpness 
required. It is obvious that 
it varies with the aperture, (or 
f number) and with the. focal

way to get greatest depth of 
field without stopping down 
too far.

Q. How do I show the tex- 
ture of a woollen skirt? 


A. Remember that a phote- 
graph is made up of varyi 
shades of light. Modelling 
depends then, on contrast he- 
tween light and shadow, and 
the front lighting you are using 
lights up the depressions in the 
fabric, as much as it does the 
surface, so there is no contrast. 
To show up the texture of the 
wool, or any other uneven sur- 
face, a cross lighting is needed 
This lights up the surface, 
leaving the slight depressions 
in shadow. A 45 degree light 
sometimes does the trick, but 
it may be necessary to use as 
Much as a 60 degree light, to 
get the desired effect. 


In this case, be careful to 
lighten up the shadow some- 
what, by means of a reflector, 
or by another light placed in 
line with the camera, but 
higher up, and about twice as 
far from the subject as your 
cross light is. This way, the 
cross light will throw the in- 
equalities of the surface into 
relief, and the front light will 
kill the deep shadows without 
spoiling the modelling, 

Q. What are flash guide 
numbers and just how do you 
use them? 


A. A flash exposure is a 
product of the flash-bulb out- 
put, the speed of the film, the 
distance the light has to travel, 
and the f stop. The bulb manu- 
facturer tests his bulbs with 
the various films in use, and 
assigns a factor for each bulb 
and film combination. This is 
called a “guide number,” and

Two of four Lindsay men 
charged with indecently as- 
saulting 18-year-old Laura 
Maughan of 50 Riverview Road 
were remanded in custody for 
sentencing Wednesday after- 
noon.

Ross Tompkins of 185 Lind- 
say Street South, submitted 
some pictures he had taken 
while hunting north of Kin- 
mount in November 1923 
showing engine CNR 650 be- 
ing turned on the turn table 
at Howland, the station at 
Howland and the old LB. & O. 
Station at Irondale. 

At that time the engine on 
the Mixed Train from Lindsay 
to Howland and return requir- 
ed to be turned at Howland 
and the engine on the Mixed 
Train from Bancroft to How- 
land and return also had to be 
turned. When these two trains 
connected the crews of both 
trains put their shoulder to 
the beam that projected from 
each end of the turn table and 
turned the two engines. Later 
engines were run through be- 
tween Lindsay and Bancroft 
and the crews changed, and 
still later one crew was assign- 
ed to the run which operated 
alternate days in each direc: 
tion. 

Engine Canadian National 
650 was built in the Grand 


Trunk shops at Point St. 
Charles, Montreal in 1896 and 
was originally numbered 


Grand Trunk 708, changed in 
1905 to 530 and in 1910 to 
GTR 2516. When the Cana- 
dian National absorbed the 
Grand Trunk in 1922 it was 
changed to CNR 650. 

The engineer remained on 
the engine during the turning 
operation to make sure that 
the brakes held fast and the 
engine kept in perfect balance 
to permit easier movement of 
the turn table.

Following is a sketch of a 
fine gentleman. For the time 
his initials are “G. B. S.” and 
because he is a modest and un- 
assuming gentleman and has 
no idea that this article is ap- 
pearing in print, the name will 
be mentioned at the end. 

He was for many years a 
farm lad in the Long Point, 
Balsam Lake district where he 
attended day school. Being a 
natural student he had veny 
little difficulty in passing ex- 
aminations. For a time he at- 
tended McGill University in 
Montreal until his funds ran 
out, or became dangerously 
low, and he found it necessary 
to forego studies although he 
was doing well. When he de- 
cided to take up the profession 
of a teacher, he decided his 
first pedagogical claim to fame 
should be in the Cavan area 
where his ancestoral fathers 
first broke up the land. The 
hours were long, the salary 
small, but it appeared to be the 
best occupation at the time. 
Besides he liked the idea of 
teaching boys and girls. 

Answering a smallprint ad 
in the Toronto Globe he was 
in a certain degree of ecstacy 
when his application was given 
consideration by the School 
Trustees at Cavan and his 
chances were excellent for the 
position until one canny trus- 
tee shook his head in doubt. 
This trustee could not under- 
stand why a young man atten- 
ding McGill should want to 
teach in a small rural school. 
“He is well qualified — there 
must be some other reason” 
said the Trustees and conse- 
quently the application with all 
the testimonials of character 
and scholastic ability were 
turned aside. 

Perhaps it was all for the 
best, for this young man turn- 
ed to the cold business of be- 
ing a store keeper. The natur- 
al thing was to return to the 
home village of Victoria Road 
and there for some time he 
conducted a merchantile busin- 
ess. He did well and by close 
application to business and 
helping in worthwhile village 
affairs the business prospered. 

It is interesting to note that 
he had associated with him 
two men bearing the same 
name, one was a brother and 
the other a cousin. By coinci- 
dence they celebrated their 
birthdays on the same day, on 
the same date, although there 
was a difference in their ages. 
The first day of January was 
the date. This record, if it can 
be called a record, probably 
has not an equal. 

MOVED TO KIRKFIELD 

Having a desire and ambi- 
tion for greater things in the 
business world, this young 
merchant wished to expand 
and was able to find just the 
right store he was looking for 
in the village of Kirkfield 


- where he purchased the Mc- 


Innes Hardware Store. 

Business bagan to boom 
when the Federal Government 
decided to build the Trent Val- 
ley Canal and the Valley route 
was extended through Kirk- 
field, where in time what is 
claimed to be the second lar- 
gest Lift Lock in the world 
was erected. The largest is at 
Peterboro. 

Business began to boom in 
the hardware line. The village 
of Kirkfield also, at this time, 
received a tremendous lift 
when William Mackenzie (later 
Sir William), wedded a Kirk- 
field girl and was largely in- 


Strumental in putting the 
pretty little village “on the 
map”. 

Business really boomed 


when Mackenzie linked his 
husiness venture with Donald 
Mann, (later Sir Donald Mann), 
which partnersip resulted in 
the building of a number of 
pioneer railroads in Ontario 
and Northern Ontario. 


At the same time the Mac- 
kenzie family built two or three 
palatial summer homes on 
Balsam Lake, The village of 
Kirkfield took on new life and 
became one of the loveliest and 
prettiest places in this part of 
Ontario. A large sized Inn 
was erected on the main cor- 
ner, it was of old English archi- 
tectural beauty, built of stucco 
with doors and windows trim- 
med with dark wood. It be- 
came a stopping place for 
many commercial men as well 
as visiting tourists. The vil- 
lage suffered a great loss when 
the Inn was completely de- 
stroyed by fire. The MacKen- 
zie Dairy was also an impor- 
tant institution and at one time 
it was operated by R. J. Flem- 
ming, who later on became 
well known as the Mayor of 
Toronto. The Mackenzie es- 
tate had one of the largest and 
finest homes to be found east 
of Toronto. 

When the estate was en- 
Jarged Lady Mackenzie pur- 
chased the old Presbyterian 
Church, demolished the brick 
structure and built a new 
church on the opposite side of 
the road, Many years ago the 
mansion was taken over by the 
Roman Catholic Church, a be- 
quest from Lady Mackenzie. 


It is of interest to note that 
Sir William Mackenzie and 
Sir Donald Mann became world 
famous as pioneer railway 
men. Sir William became a 
financial wizard in raising 
much needed funds in the 
British Money Market for the 
construction, in partnership 
with Donald Mann of Acton, 
Ontario of the Canadian Nor- 
thern Transcontinental  rail- 
way, Mann carrying the re- 
sponsibility for construction 
‘and Mackenzie mainly that of 
business manager for the oper- 
ation. Patrick Burns as a young 
Man, migrated to Calgary in 
Western Canada, where, 
through his integrity and 
square dealing became known 
as ‘The Western ‘Meat King” 
with representation in most 
towns in Western Canada, 

While in a reminiscent mood 
“G.C.S.” recalled — school 
teachers who reached promin- 
ence in the North Victoria 
Villages around the beginning 
of the centuny. They were 
Morris of Coboconk, Graham 
at Victoria Road and Mosgrove 
at Kirkfield. It is recalled 
that Morris had a boy pupil

Historic Meeting of Church Heads 


London (CP)—There’s to be anoth- 
er historic move to strengthen relations 
between the Anglican and Roman 
Catholic churches. 

The heads of the two churehes will 
meet in Rome March 28rd—The first 
such meeting in more than five years 

‘and the second since 1397. 


The Archbishop of Canterbury, Most 
Reverend Michael Ramsey, in his 
meeting with Pope Paul will be accom- 
panied by a number of Anglican offi- 
cers. They will include most Reverend 
Ralph S. Dean, Bishop of Cariboo in 
Canada. 


Bishop Dean, who has travelled 140 
thousand miles in the last 14 months, 
goes in his role as Hxecutive Officer of 
the Anglican Communion. He said in 
an interview today: 

“T go to make clear that this meeting 
is not just one between the Pope and 
the principal representative of the 
Chureh of England but one involving 
the whole Anglican Communion,” 


The last meeting between the An- 
glican and Catholic Church leaders 
was the December 2nd, 1960, confer- 
ence between Archbishop Geoffrey 
Fisher and Pope John the 28rd. Prey- 
jously no Archbishop of Canterbury 
visited a Pope since Pope Boniface the 
Ninth received Archbishop Arundel in 
13897. ; 

But since 1960 the two churches 
have found more ground for discussion, 
visits and means of establishing great- 
er friendship, All sessions of the 
1962-65 Second Vatican Council were 
attended by Anglican observers. 

The Archbishop's officers consider 
the Hecumenical decisions as impressive, 
including the declaration on religious 
liberty accepted last month. In the 
Anglican view, this marked a distinct 
breakaway from what it called the old 
Roman Intransigence.” 

Archbishop Ramsey said his March 
28rd visit will be made in the spirit of 
renewed fellowship between all the 
Christian churches. 


Big demand for Indian souvenirs 


Demand for Indian-crafted Ontario 
souvenirs is still in excess of the sup- 
ply, the Ontario Economic Council 
said this week in a 96-page report on 
the tourist industry. 

Ontario has some 46,000 Indians, of 
whom 28,000 are on reserves. It is 
estimated that about 1,000 adult Ind- 
ians could find profitable employment 
in the manufacture and merchandising 
of handcraft on reseryations and in 
tourist areas. 

Price is not the prime problem, says 
the report, but consistency of quality 
and delivery poses problems. Some 
Indian entrepreneurs are notable ex- 
ceptions to the rule, such as on the 
Curve Lake Reserve near Peterbor- 
ough. 

The problem has always been, and 
still is, according to the report, to find 
a common ground in which individu- 
alism, in terms of time-use and creat- 
ivity of the Indians, can be matched to 
the need for some regularity of pro- 
duction. It is no simple task, because 
the goals of the Indian and the white 
man are not necessarily the same, par- 
ticularly in their differing concept of 
the demands of commerce. 

Hxcept in relatively isolated instanc- 
es, Ontario is Indian country in which 


little has been made of the. province's 
Indian heritage, says the report. 
On many Indian reserves are, attrac- 


tive beach areas and cottage sites lo-— 


cated on private or band land. Some 
of these are now being made available 
for long-term lease. In another area, 
a handcraft centre and museum has 
been established on one reserve and In- 
dians are raising pheasants for tourist 
“shoots” on another. 

Another group, in Bruce County, is 
developing a park to which admission 
will be charged. It is hoped that a 
unique Indian character will be devel- 
oped, as it is not difficult to envisage 
the tourist appeal of such a park when 
younger campers can truthfully say 
“T slept on a reserve where there were 
real, live Indians.” 

Such a park would offer a natural 
outlet for handcraft sales and could 
even develop a portion of its overnight 
accommodation in the form of tepees 
or long houses, the report says, 

A similar deyelopment has been in- 
itiated near Ottawa and a tent and 
trailer park for tourists has been op- 
ened just east of Sault Ste. Marie, 

These experiments hold the seeds 
of success but are still in a preliminary 
Stage, the report says. 


What should we tell our 


children about Communism? 


“Dad, what is a communist?” 

How should parents face that ques- 
tion when it comes? Much-travelled 
newsman, Robert Nielsen, examines 
this problem in an article in the cur- 
rent issue of Quest, Canada’s Maga- 
zine for Parents. It is the official pub- 
lication of The Canadian Home and 
School and Parent-Teacher WFedera- 
tion. 

Robert Nielsen thinks that, unless he 
knows something about communism, a 
youngster can make little sense of the 
turmoil and tumult that shake our 
world. He should be told, fairly and 
objectively. 

The theory of communism is that so- 
cial justice will never come so long as 
some men own the means of produc- 
tion—the factories, farms, mines, for- 
ests, service industries, public utilities 
—and others must work for these 
owners to live. Communists hold that 
property (or at least all the major 
means of production) must be 
owned by the state in the name of the 
whole people. 

Communism’s ultimate goal— to be 
gained through merciless class war — 
is a classless society in which work 
and rewards shall be distributed on the 
principle, “from each according to his 
ability, to each according to his needs”. 

It is a noble ideal, in contrast to the 
each-for-himself acquisitiveness which 
pervades our socfety. If your child has 
never experienced or even seen real 
poverty—the normal conditions of 
two-thirds of the human race — he 
should haye no difficulty understand- 
ing the appeals of theoretical com- 
munism to the downtrodden of the 
earth, 

Under Lenin, the founding father of 
the Soviet Union, Communism became 
an elaborate technique for seizing and 
holding power. One-third of the 
world’s people now live under Gommu- 
nist government. Another billion or 
more are mired in poverty, vulnerable 
to the doctrines and tactics of the 
Communists. And we would be foolish 
not to admit that communism has 
something to offer them. 

Communism has proved that {It can 
bring universal education, industrial- 


‘eo 


ization, full employment and military 
strength to weak and backward coun- 
tries. The human cost of these 
achievements — the suppdession or 
slaughter of all who disagree with the 
rulers—is an enormous evil; but we 
must also admit that the human cost 
of things-as-they-are is dreadful in 
many countries of the non-Communist 
world. 

Communism’s moral position is deep- 
ly flawed. In practice, Marxism has 
been corrupted almost beyond redemp- 
tion by the means his followers use to 
establish their power and transform so- 
ciety. 

Yet we must live with them. Our 
contest must be carried on by means 
short of nuclear war, which could de- 
stroy both sides. 

Communism can change from with- 
in. In the past ten years we have 
seen the masters of the Soviet Union 
move jerkily away from the total ter- 
ror, repression and conformity of the 
Stalin era. We have seen a bitter fall- 
ing-out between Russia and China; in- 
dependent action by Communist gov- 
ernments in Hastern Wurope; more 
caution by the Soviet Union in foreign 
affairs since its nuclear confrontation 
with the United States over Cuba. 

The Quest article concludes that in- 
ternal changes in Communism greatly 
improve the prospects of co-existence. 
By trade and diplomacy we can prud- 
ently encourage tendencies towards 
liberating change and diversity in the 
communist world. We can make 
agreements—such as the nuclear test 
ban treaty—which serve our mutual 
interest in survival. But we cannot 
afford to drop our armed guard before 
the Communists do, because their 
creed still calls for the destruction of 
our way of life and our power, by any 
means that will not destroy them in 
the process,

Police Accommodation 


On March 22nd, 1965 in an editorial 
in this newspaper we suggested that 
the citizens of the town were not being 
adequately protected by the Lindsay 
police department because the police 
resources did not permit such protec- 
tion. 

We said at the time that the police 
department should have at least two 
cruisers. We said the department 
needed at least one more man and we 
said the police quarters were woefully 
inadequate. 

At the time, certain members of 
Lindsay council said we were misin- 
formed and that the equipment and 
staff of the police department was fully 
adequate to assure full police protec- 
tion for the citizenry. 

In May of the same year, a report on 
the Lindsay police department prepar- 
ed by Robert Kerr, Advisor on Police 
Services for the Ontario Police Com- 
mission was released. This disturbing 
document blamed the police chief for 
some of the force’s shortcomings, 
mostly with regard to administration, 
morale and discipline. 

The report also said the police prem- 
ises were not large enough for effic- 
ient operation and suggested study and 
planning be instituted as soon as pos- 


. sible to rectify this. The report also 


recommended another radio-equipped 
cruiser and advised the hiring of a 
minimum of two additional personnel, 

These were some of the points we 
had made back in March before the 
report was released, remarks that had 
been scoffed at by certain members of 
council. In July we asked “How can 
the Chief he expected to rectify-all the 
troubles of the department .without di- 
rection from council on the fulfilling of 
these recommendations?” 

Monday evening at the inaugural 
meeting of Lindsay council, the new 
Mayor, John Hakins made it clear that 
he would bring before council the mat- 
ters raised in this report. “Council 
must consider the carrying out of its 
responsibility — that is providing suit- 
able accommodation, It is apparent 
that this is most inadequate and I feel 
that good working conditions contrib- 
ute to high morale and_ initiative. 
Council will also want to consider the 
advisability of a second cruiser.” 

Right at the start of his term Mayor 
John HWakins shows that he intends to 
grasp and solve some of the matters 
left to drift in years gone by. 


We are pleased to see that the 
thorny matter of the police department 
accommodation will be one of the first 
matters his council will consider. 

We have suggested before that per- 
‘haps auditors might be asked to make 
regular reports to town council on the 
operations of the town departments. 
They could provide a regular check on 
departments and supply reports, to- 
gether with comparisons from earlier 
years and these reports could be of 


great value to council members.

Back to the Books 


One of the most satisfactory re- 
ports from boards and committees 
this year is the one from the Victoria 
County Library Co-operative. During 
the past year the central library in 
Lindsay has supplied books to libraries 
throughout the county including Bob- 
caygeon, Cambray, Kirkfield, Fenelon 
Falls, Little Britain, Manilla, Norland, 
Oakwood, Omemee and Lindsay, as 
well as to Lindsay Collegiate and to 
rural school boards. 

In addition, this year books have 
been supplied to the newly formed 
Haliburton High School and Halibur- 
Halbiurton High School and Halibur- 
ton area public schools. The demand 
for books through the facilities of the 
Lake Ontario Regional Library Co-op- 
erative has increased and this inter- 
library exchange policy enables bor- 
rowers in the tiniest rural libraries to 
have access to the stocks of the finest 
libraries in the country. 

Two workshops arranged by the 
Regional Co-operative were well at- 
tended by librarians and members of 
library boards, and as a direct result of 
these workshops discussions have 
been taking place to adopt new legis- 
lation to become a County Public Lib- 
rary with one Central library board. 

The report shows an increase in 
book circulation of 7,761 in school 
units, an inerease of 1,964 in the high 
schools, an increase in circulation of 
15,096 in total circulation of county 
books. Increases show in each classi- 
fication of Adult Fiction, Adult non- 
Fiction and Juvenile. 

Tt is pleasing to see that despite 
the lure of television, more adults and 
children are enjoying the wonderland 
that can be found within the covers of 
books.

MADRAS LAMB CURRY 


Whether you like winter, or 
loathe it, we have to live with 
it here in Canada for several 
months each year, so we might 
as well get all the pleasure we 
can out of it. 

Long winter evenings do 
make for relaxed family life, 
and a good, hot dinner, leisure- 
ly enjoyed in the cosy warmth 
of home while the elements 
rage without, compensates for 
much. 

The Madras Lamb Curry 
featured below, and developed 
by Mrs. Norma Morris, Home 
Economist for the New Zea- 
land Lamb Information Centre 
is a delicious recipe which 
can be made in the morning, 
or the day before, as the fla- 
vour is actually enhanced by 
slow re-heating. 

“For family consumption, 
use the lesser amount of cur- 
ry”, says Norma Morris, “and 
the 4 teaspoons for a hotter 
gourmet-type curry for adult 
entertaining. This is an econ- 
omical dish, but be sure to use 
a good brand of curry”. 


MADRAS LAMB CURRY 

314 Ibs. shoulder New Zea- 
land Spring Lamb, bone in; 14 
cup flour; 3 tablespoons short- 
ening or cooking oil; 11% tea- 
spoon salt; 3 or 4 teaspoons 
curry powder; % teaspoon 
pepper; 2 tablespoons lemon 
Juice; 2 cups water; 2 medium- 
sized onions chopped; 32 cup 
chopped celery and leaves; 1 
tart apple, peeled and diced; 
2 tablespoons chopped parsley; 
3¥2 or 4 cups hot cooked rice; 
Condiments. 

Have butcher cut lamb in 1 
inch cubes; thaw, then trim 
excess fat from cubes; coat 
cubes with flour; heat short- 
ening in Dutch kettle or large 
heavy saucepan; add lamb 
and brown on all sides; drain 
fat. 

Combine salt, curry powder 
and pepper; add lemon juice 
and water and blend well; 
pour over lamb; add onions. 
celery, apple and parsley. 
Cover and simmer, stirring oc- 
casionally, about 144 hours or 
until meat is tender enough to 
separate easily from bones; if 
desired remove bones. Serve 
very hot with rice. Makes 6 
to 8 servings.

4. Garlic 


— a cluster of small bulbs 
or cloves form the main bulb. 
5. Chives 


— the smallest of the onion 
family, the chopped tops and 
roots are added for their deli- 
cate flavouring, 

In Switzerland, onions are 
baked whole in their jackets, 
at the same temperature and 
for the same time as we bake 
potatoes, The skins are then 
rolled back, énd the onions 
eaten as we eat bananas. At 
home, the Ontario Food Coun 
cil, Department of Agricul- 
ture, suggests onions make 
equally good eating if topped 
first with butter or bacon drip- 
ping, then sprinkled with pep- 
per and salt, wrapped securely 
in foil, and baked at 350° for

TELEPHONE CHAINS — 
LIFELINES FOR THE ELDERLY 

For the benefit of Lindsay residents who may not have seen 
a recent item in “Telephone News,” the leaflet which accompan- 
jes telephone bills, I'd like to sum up again here. It’s one of 
those things that automatically make you wonder why it wasn’t 
thought of long ago. It concerns elderly people — particularly 
those who live alone — and the fear that sudden illness or accident 
may one day prevent them from even reaching the phone to call 
for help. The answer to this problem, as suggested by the Lea- 
side (Ontario) branch of the Red Cross, is a “telephone chain’ of 
five or six elderly people who phone each other every day in a 
pre-arranged order, That is, each chain member makes one phone 
call and receives one call every day. If a chain member cannot 
reach the member he Js to call, he notifies the member who acts 
as Chain Captain, If the Chain Captain cannot reach the mem- 
ber within a few hours, he in turn notifies the chain’s sponsoring 
group (which can be a church, social or women’s club, or any 
group of interested citizens) and one of the sponsors immediate- 
ly makes a visit to find out the reason for the unanswered phone. 

Apart from the obvious security of mind such a system brings, 
ft has other advantages as well. It is the elderly people them- 
selyes who check up on one another, giving them a definite role 
and responsibility to enjoy, and of course very close friendships 
can easily deyelop from the daily conversations,

Ottawa (CP)= An) ROME | == 
report says Canadian crime 
syndicates are linked with the 
American Mafia, and growing 
steadily with the help of poli- 
tical corruption, fear and in- 
efficient law enforcement. 


The report says inefficient 
law enforcement is due partly 
to the divison of jurisdiction 


between the RCMP and pro- 


vincial and municipal police 
forces. It says a second fac- 
tor, immunity from prosecu- 
tion and interference, is of 
great importance to organ- 
ized crime. 


It says that to obtain immun- 
ity, criminals must ingratiate 
or make pay-offs to someone 
in authority-be it the police, 
civie authorities, politicians or 
influential members of the 
community. 


The report says this leads 


to corruption-a breakdown in 
the administration of justice, 
of government function and of 
the moral fibre of the com- 
munity. 


The report was presented to 
the recent closed federal-pro- 


vincial conference on organ- 
ized crime by RCMP Commis-| 
sioner George B. McClellan. {t 
says the expansion of organ- 


ized crime in Canada began in 
Montreal in the early 1950s. 


American racketeers 
taken over the Montreal un- 


derworld by the mid 1950s, 
but had been gradually driven 
out by concerted police action 


and public indignation. 
But the report adds “. . 


the seed had been sown. The 
syndicate simply reverted to 


the control of local Canadian 
criminals and is still in opera- 
tion today.” 


- Since that time, there 


has been a steady increase in 
the development of organized 
criminal groups in Canada, 
composed of beth local crimin 
als and of those foreign crim- 


inals who have managed to 


settle in this country”. 


“From Canada, these groups 
maintain a close working re- 
lationship and personal ties 
with many of the U-S-based 
syndicates, and it is significant 
that many of these U-S groups 
have recently been labelled as 
‘Mafia’ by the U-S”

RECURRENT SWELLING 
MAY CALL FOR 
MEDICAL STUDY 

You go to bed at night feel- 
ing tip top. Not 2 care in the 
world, No aches, No pains. 
No resentment. No special 
anxieties. 

You get up after a good 
_ night's sleep. Lids are heavy. 
You look in the mirror and 
you learn why they're heavy: 
they’re so swollen you can 
hardly see. As you gradually 
wake up you discover that 
your hands have swelled, so 
have your legs. 

Never having had such an 
experience before, you start 
asking yourself questions. Is 
it something I ate? Is it due 
to medicine I have been tak- 
ing for an aching tooth these 
last few weeks? Let me see: 
I’ve had no strawberries or 
shrimp in the past 24 hours. 
Could it have been the rais- 
ins I ate yesterday? I've 
never had so many before. 

And so go the questions, 
but the real answer evades 
you. What to do? Go run- 
ning off to an allergist or 


bothering the family doctor? 
Seems silly. You say you'll 
wait a few hours, Perhaps 
the swelling will go down. 

By the next day, most of 
it has disappeared. And by 
the next, you woudn’t know 
you've had any trouble at all, 

What I have been describ- 
ing isn’t an uncommon oc- 
currence. If you asked me to 
make one guess I’d say: al- 
lergy. But if you asked me 
to name the culprit, IT might 
make scores of guessing- 
es and still be wrong. Track- 
ing down the offender often 
takes patience as well as ex- 
perience. 
ALLERGIC REACTION 

But let's suppose it’s really 
due to an allergic reaction. 
If such swelling ever gets so 
bad that it causes difficulty 
in breathing, of course call- 
ing the doctor is essential. 
You may need an injection 
of epinephrine to open up the 
air passage-ways. If how- 
ever, the edema (swelling) is 
confined elsewhere (puffy 
eyes, painful joints, ete.) 


taking some kind of antihis- 


tamine pill may control the 
episode. 

Suppose everything is O.K. 
within a few hours. Shall 
you go to your doctor or wait 
to see if you have a similar 
attack? 

Some people are able to pin 
down the trouble. They'll 
say, “I know it’s the lobster 
IT ate last night. Tt always 
disagrees with me’. Then 
stay away from lobster and 
keep out of trouble. 

But in most cases it isn't 
so simple, If a similar attack 
occurs again, I think you 
should call in your family 
doctor or an allergist, It 
takes quite a bit of doing to 
determine the real cause of 
the swelling. 

The doctor will take a care- 
ful history to try to discover 
any unusual food or medicine 
which might have activated 
the trouble. He may give 
you a special elimination diet. 
Or, try various tests for sen- 
sitivity to foods. 

Many people have such an 
attack and never haye an- 
other. It’s for those who 
have recurrent attacks that 
I advise medical study rath- 
er than old-fashioned guess- 
work,

sumably of importance in caus- 
ing such heart attacks, you 
would undoubtedly get this 
answer: high blood pressure, 
high level of blood cholesterol, 
obesity, ovevsmoking, over- 
drinking, tension, bad here- 
dity, lack of sufficient exer- 
cise. He might mention some 
others, too, but it is likely that 
these I have indicated would 
be on his list. 

Now, comes another possi- 
bility. It seems, according to 
recent studies, that persons 
who have an abnormal rise in 
their blood sugar levels (even 
though they are not diabetic) 
also have a greater suscepti- 
bility to coronary attacks. A 
University of Michigan re- 
search team turned up this 
evidence in a study of almost 
10,000 Michigan residents.

JUST WHAT ARE 
HEART SKIPS? 


More people suffer from 
heart trouble than from heart 
disease. 

You deserve to know imme- 
diately the line of distinction I 
have drawn between the two. I 
say a person is plagued with 
heart trouble when he suffers 
discomforts attributed to the 
heart, and yet complete exam- 
ination shows that he has no 
actual disease of the heart 
muscle, its valves, its arteries, 
etc. 

On the other hand, the term 
heart disease is self-explana- 
tory: There’s something defin- 
itely wrong with the heart. 
One of the most common types 
of heart trouble is a condition 
commonly known as “heart 
skips” and medically termed 
“premature contractions” or 
“extrasystoles”. 

Skips can occur in the 
healthiest of hearts. Yet, it is 
not uncommon that a 6-foot, 
200-pounder will go pale with 
fright and think he is going 
to die if his heart happens to 
to miss a beat or two. 

Ordinarily, the heart beat 
originates in a node (sino-auri- 
cular) in the right, upper 
chamber of the heart called 
the right auricle. From there, 
the impulse of the beat 
spreads regularly over the 
rest of the heart, through a 
special, conducting network of 
muscles and nerves.

It takes time. For those 
who suffer, it is interminable. 
They beg for help. At last 
their faint cries become shouts 
and they take us out of our 
conformity and complacency. 

Think of how many years 
the mentally ill suffered from 
incarceration and were treat- 
ed as blights upon society in- 
stead of unfortunate, ill hu- 
man beings. Think of the many 
years that alcoholics were in- 
carcerated as common drunks. 


readmitted and readmitted, 
without thought that these 
were actually sick people 


whom society should help in- 
stead of condemn. 

Think of how long we have 
looked down upon and punish- 
ed dope fiends who, like the 
mentally ill and the alcoholic 
before them, have been beg- 
ging for help to overcome 
their sickness. 

At last, but too slowly, we 
are waking up to this problem, 
too. England, for example, is 
taking a more objective view 
in trying to help narcotic ad- 
dicts. We here in the United 
States and Canada still have 
far to go in meeting the pro- 
blem. Consider this letter:: 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Will 
there ever be an answer to the 
age-old problem of drug ad- 
diction? Why is it that our 
society has rejected, ridicul- 
ed, ostracized, and imprison- 
ed the men and women, who 
suffer from this age-old dis- 


addict for the past four years. 
I’m currently incarcerated in 
the county jail, awaiting trial, 
or violation of the state nar- 
cotie and drug laws (forging 
doctor’s prescriptions). 
Although it is true that | 
did write these prescriptions, 
it is not true that I did so with 
ulterior purposes. You see, 
doctor, after being out all day, 
and going to one doctor and 
another, and being rejected 
each time when I told them the 
truth that I was an addict, and 
that I desperately need the 
drug to go on, they left me 
no alternative, no other road, 
no place to turn, but to com- 
mit the crime that I am pre- 
sently charged with. But is 
this a crime, doctor? 

When will doctors realize 
that drug addiction is a dis- 
ease and should be treated as 
such? ‘There are presently 
200 addicts incarcerated here! 
Most of these people are not 
bad people. But they are all 
sick people. They are unwill- 
ing or unable to help themsel- 
ves. Will there ever be an 
answer other than imprison- 
ment? Respectfully yours.—

NO TREATMENT FOR 
COLOUR BLINDNESS 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: Is 
there anything to take to over- 
come colour blindness? Or 
anything for night blindness? 
Is there a difference if any?-- 
Mr Y. 

Comment: Colour blindness 
is usually hereditary condition 
in which the person has diffi- 
culty in distinguishing colours 
(especially the reds and the 
greens) because of some 
trouble in the colour-percep- 
tion appparaius in the back 
of the eye or in the brain con- 
nections. 

In the retina of the eye 
there are millions of rods and 
aones. It is these cones which 
enables us to distinguish one 
colour from another. When 
there’s some deficiency in 
these, colour blindness is the 
result. As far I know, there’s 
no treatment which will help. 
What is important, though is 
to know whether or not you 
are colour blind). One man 
said to me recently, he is sure 
his wife is colour blind, other- 
wise he wouldn’t keep getting 
those atrocious ties for birth- 
day presents. 

Night blindness is something 
else. The ability to see in a 
dim light or in a darkened 
theatre, for instance, depends 
upon the proper function of 
the rods in the retina. These 
must contain a _ sufficient 
supply of a chemical substance 
we call visual purple. For 
proper manufacure of this pig- 


ficient amount of vitamin A in 
the diet. If lack of Vitamin A 
is the only cause of the night 
blindness, the patient usually 
improves on making up this 
lack of Vitamin A.

MAKE LIST OF QUESTIONS 
YOU WANT TO ASK 
DOCTOR 

If we added up all the mis- 
directions, misunderstandings, 
mistreatments and needless 
anxieties which pile up each 
day in doctors’ offices through: 
out the country, they would go 
sky-high. So many patients, 
because of fear or tenseness, 
forget practically everything 
their doctor has told them. 
And rather than call him back 
when they arrive home, they 
just guess at what he said. 

In some cases, such misun- 
derstandings can cause mis- 
treatment and unnecessary 
trouble. ‘There is a simple 
way to overcome this preval- 
ent problem: Write it down. 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I do 
not exactly clem up when I go 
to see the doctor, but I forget 
what I want to say. So, prior 
to my visit (as I go about my 
daily work) I write down the 
things I want te tell or ask him 
and read this list off to him 
when I am in his office. 

Then, too, I sometimes for- 
get what he tells me to do, so} 
write down his orders in his 
presence. He is always glad 
to cooperate. All in takes is 
a little forethought and a pap- 
er pad and pencil. 

For instance, I am entering 
a clinic in a large city next 
week and will be examined 
by a doctor I have never seen 
before. So Iam writing down 
my history and the questions 
I want to ask him, to take + 
long with me. My doctor 
thinks it’s a swell idea. I hope 


it will be as helpful to as many 
of your readers as it has been 
to me.--Mrs. Me

VITILIGO 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I had 
that supposedly incurable, 
nasty condition called vitiligo. 
The big white spots on my 
skin were awtul, and I got rid 
of them by buying some oint- 
ment at the corner drugstore. 
All it took to cure it was about 
6 weeks. I remember how I 
used fo use cover-up makeup 
to try to disguise the loss of 
skin pigment, without too 
much success. Why do you 
doctors say that vitiligo is in- 
curable?--Mrs. BE. 

Comment: I think most der- 
matologists will agree that 
true vitiligo is a stubborn con- 
dition dut to loss of skin pig- 
ment. In most cases it can’t be 
cured and the doctors pre- 
scribe make-up ointments and 
powders to disguise the aréas 
of affected skin. Whether 
you did or did not have true 
vitiligo is only a guess on my 
part. But there is another 
skin condition which resem- 
bles it, due to a fungus, which 
can be cured by special medi- 
cation. What's important is 
correct diagnosis. The doctors 
will scrape off some skin in 
the suspected area and exam- 
ine it under a microscope. If 
he sees it’s due to a fungus 
and not true vitiligo,, he can 
help.

Victoria one of only eight Ontario 
counties without county health unit 


Dr. Martin of the public 


George Powell, chief inspector 
for environmental sanitation, 
Lindsay M.O.FL Dr. Norma Gill 
and Dr. Dennis Pitt, president 
of the Victoria County Medical 
Society spoke to County Coun- 
cil members Thursday in the 
interest of establishing a 
County health unit in Victoria 
County, 

Dr. Martin told county mem- 
bers that the minimum popu- 
lation for the establishment of 
a county health unit is 35,000. 
He said Haliburton County 
Council had approved the esta- 
|blishment of a county 
health unit, preferably 
along with Victoria County 
to obtain the  popula- 
tion requirement. Dr. Martin 
said if Victoria County did not 
approve, Haliburton County 
would seek affiliation with an- 
| other nearby county. 

Dr. Martin pointed out that 
only six counties in Ontario 
are now without a health unit, 
representing eight per cent of 
the total population who are 
being deprived of services be- 
ing provided to 92 per cent of 
Ontario’s population. He said a 
public health unit provides a 
preventative medical service, 
and.does take the place of a !o- 
cal board of health, and a fully 
qualified physician must be 
appointed as health officer 
working full time on public 
health problems. : 

The public health adminis- 

trator said many benefits are 
within the financial means of 
+a County unit, which cannot 
be afforded by a municipal 
health board. He said immun- 
ization programmes are car- 
ried out and a nursing pro- 
gramme is organized to cover 
all the schools in the area. He 
said public health nurses un- 
der the couniy unit spend 40 
per cent of their time in school 
work. 

Council members were told 
of the importance of efficient 
sanitation enforcement which 
is accommodated in a health 
unit set-up, including pollution 
problems and proper supervi- 
sion of septic tank installa- 
tions. 

Victoria County Medical So- 
ciety president, Dr. Dennis 
‘Pitt, said the Society unani- 
mously supports the formation 
of a county health unit. He 
said medical practitioners did 
not have the time to devote to 
public health problems, and 
he assured the gathering that 
all medical health officers in 
|this area strongly supported 
the formation of a County 
j health unit.

A Boost for Lindsay 


Walker’s Stores are going to spend 
a quarter of a million dollars refurbish- 
ing the former Haton store in down- 
town Lindsay, company president David 
M. Woods told “The Post” yesterday. 

A complete new front will be placed 
over the existing store sealing in the 
second and third floor windows in a 
modern dramatic treatment, and the 
new store will be completely air condi- 
tioned for customer comfort. The 
windows, entrances and interior of 
the store will be extensively remodelled 
and some structural changes will be 
made. 

The new Walker’s store will be a 
eredit to Lindsay and to the Gordon 
Mackay Company owners of Walker's 
Stores. 

With such a major renovation un- 
derway, council might again consider 
implementing a “Norwich” plan in 
Lindsay. This newspaper has editor- 


ially recommended such a plan in the 
past and we know Mayor John Hak- 
ins is in favour of such an improye- 
ment to the downtown area, 

Basically the “Norwich” plan (so 
called because it was originated in 
Norwich, England) is to have the 
whole downtown area designed by an 
artist as a unit with new store 
fronts and fascia boards and then have 
all merchants co-operate in cleaning 
up and painting their premises. 
All overhanging signs are removed 
and merchants each have a well de- 
signed fascia board. Without hang- 
ing signs, the appearance of the whole 
street is improved and each merchant 
has an equal advertising opportunity 
with his store front, 

The cost of the plan is divided a- 
mong the merchants. Niagara Falls is 
one town that received a real face-lift 
by this method. 


Redistribution of Ridings

in the Lindsay area, 

Mr. Holtom told council 
members that several factors

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E.M.O. CAPABILITIES 

In our column last week we 
spoke of the capabilities of 
E.M.O. This week I am go- 
ing to list a few of these with 
a short paragraph about each. 
Please bear in mind that these 
things are not in the planning 
stage or future dreams, they 
are in stock and available at 
this time. 

Here are the details of 
E.M.0.’s capabilities: 

It has 200 mobile hospitals. 
They are fully equipped 200 
bed-units with operating equip- 
ment,X-ray machines, mobile 
power units and all the other 
equipment needed to begin 
work at once. 

Bach hospital packs into 588 
special cartons, and can be 
loaded in either a single box- 
car, or a large transport air- 
craft, or in two highway trail- 
ers. 

All 200 units are ready now, 
and EMO is beginning to issue 
some of them to communities 
across Canada. Local medi- 
cal teams can train with them 
before storing them for an 
emergency. A number of oth- 
ers will be kept at regional 
warehousese ready to be rush- 
ed to an emergency zone. 

600 Mobile Advanced Treat- 
ment Centres. These are less 
sohisticated and, as their name 
implies, handle patients re- 
quiring advanced treatment, 
but they do not offer hospitali- 
zation. Hach can handle 500 
cases. 

500 First-Aid Units. 
packaged and mobile. They 
contain all the equipment 
needed to handle less serious- 
ly injured cases. 

28 Emergency Blood De- 
pots. These are 100 donor 
units that are to be distribut- 
ed to hospitals outside likely 
target areas. In the event of 
disaster, either natural or nu- 
clear, they would begin to col- 
lect blood on a large scale. 

20 Mobile Public Health Lab- 
oratories available to provin- 
cial authorities to supplement 
their facilities in emergency

Emergency Clinics. These 
will be able to handle 1,000 pa- 
tients each — cases that do not 
require bed treatment. These 
are to be packaged and be 
kept standing by to be rushed 
anywhere. 

Books on emergency sur- 
gery have been prepared (34,- 
000 in English, 7,000 in 
French) and sent to doctors at 
every Canadian hospital. 

$400,000 worth of emergen- 
cy feeding equipment, 
clothes-sorting units and other 
welfare material is ready and 
in storage. So are large num- 
bers of registration and identi- 
fication ecards that would be 
filled in by survivors and 
cleared through central units 
to bring families back together 
again after disaster strikes. 

Social workers and dietici- 
ans at Canadian schools and 
universities are receiving ci- 
vil-defence trajning as part of 
their general courses to pre- 
pare them to handle the equip- 
ment already available. 

All but a handful of those 
items of equipment are now in 
being, and the rest will be a- 
vailable soon. The potential 
peacetime usefulness of this 
was enough to win the enthus- 
iastic approval of provincial re- 
presentatives at the federal- 
provincial civil-defence con- 
ference earlier this year. It 
has earned EMO all-party sup- 
port from the defence commit- 
tee of the House of Commons. 

EMO officials now refer to 
this impressive stockpile as 
Phase I and there is talk of in- 
creasing it later after new stu- 
dies of possible casualties in 
the event of war. 

All this acceptance and suc- 
cess is based on the non-war 
uses for the equpiment and 
know-how, so understandably, 
that is what the EMO is stress- 
ing. But it continues to work 
away at what the officials still 
believe is their main job: try-

Made up of Branch Council- 
lors (an elected representative 
of the members) and UCO 
staff, the canvass teams are re- 
quired to meet each member 
and to exchange the member- 
ship share or other certificates 
which the person had pre- 
viously owned in Lindsay or 
Grasshill Co-operatives to a 
membership share (this $10.00 
share entitles the owner to 
voting privileges, profit shar- 
ing etc.) and depending on the 
amount involved, to UCO 5% 
Preference Shares and Com- 
mon Shares. 

To achieve the purpose of 
the canvass, the area covered 
by the membership of both 
co-operatives was broken 
down into geographic zones, 
teams generally composed of 
one Councillor and one staff 
member were presented with, 
a comprehensive canvass kit, 
assigned to their area, which 
generally speaking was ‘home 
territory’ for the Councillor 
and were given a deadline for 
completion. The reason be- 
hind the canvass had previous- 
ly been explained to the 600 
members by letter, it is to com- 
plete the transfer of equity in 
the previously independent co- 
ops to ownership in the provin- 
cial organization, United Co- 
operatives.

In your 
case, lighting from above, and 
as near to the front as possible, 
would give the best effect, or 
you could try a “front-side” 
lighting, with te light as far 
from, and to the side of the ca- 
mera as is necessary to place 
the reflection out of range of 
the lens. Flash would have to 
be used, because of the move- 
ment of the swimming fish. 

Fither method of lighting 
requires that the flash gun be 
removed from the camera. 
This can be done in two ways. 
First, you can use synchro cord 
extensions, in which case the 
flash will be fired in the usual 
way, when the shutter opens. 
Or you can use the “open 
flash” method which means 
that the gun and shutter cord 
is disconnected, and the flash

To use “open flash” the pro- 
cedure is as follows. If the 
camera has a “I” setting, set 
the exposure indicator on that.

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Background on Railways, 1966 


Ottawa—(CP)—One of the dark 
clouds on the 1966 business horizon is 
the possibility of a national railway 
strike in Canada, 

If one develops, it could play havoc 
with the current economie expansion 
and the Federal Goyernment’s drive 
to increase productivity. 

Most observers agree that some kind 
of a strike crisis will be sitting in the 
cabinet’s lap before the snow goes. 

Massive wage demands have been 
served on Canada’s railways by their 
non-operating unions. Some  esti- 
mates place them as high as 250 mil- 
lion dollars. 

The “non-op” average now is about 
$2.21 an hour. 

Since the freight rate freeze in 1959, 
which still is in effect, the railways 
have taken the attitude that they can- 
not agree to wage increases because 
they have no way of raising the money. 

Before the last wage crisis in 1964, 
Ottawa bailed out the railways by intro- 
ducing special subsidies that now total 
70 million dollars a year. 

In 1964, with a boom in rail income, 
the government told the carriers to 
grant an increase in return for a prom- 
ise that their financial situation would 
be reviewed six months later with an 
eye to the need for additional relief. 

There are persistent reports that a 


special one-shot subsidy to cover the 
1964 wage bill will be announced 
shortly—more than a year after the 
review. 4 

Some sources predict that someth- 
ing along the same lines will happen a- 
gain in the 1966 wage crisis. 


In the past the unions have generally é 


gone along with the acceptance of con- 
ciliation board awards based on aver- 
age earnings in the durable-goods in- 
dustries Such as autos, furniture and 
appliances. 

This undoubtedly would mean a 
considerable comedown from _ the 
present demands and there is a feeling 
that union members won't accept. 

Tf this “all or nothing at all’ attitude 
is strong enough, the stage will be set 
for a walkout.

The twelve men who were 
classed as engineers on the 
Grand Trunk Railway at Lind- 
say in September 1909, had 
peen born in the 1880's and 
were in the middle or late 
twenties, and a few may have 
Jyeen over thirty when they 
were employed as firmen, at 
a time when Fred Price was 
the Locomotive Foreman at 
the local shops. Some had 
come from England and others 
had been brought up in this 
area, They are pictured on 
this page in a photo loaned 
“The Post? by George Mc- 
Combe of Lindsay. 

The grain movement from 
Midland was the main source 
of traffic on the 8th, 9th and 
10 Districts of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, with Lindsay 
as the headquarters. When 
the grain rush was on in the 
spring and fall men were very 
much in demand but in the 
slack periods the junior men 
were laid off and many engin- 
eers reverted to firemen. 

Under these fluctuating con-| 
ditions, in some cases far a- 
way fields looked greener and 
some of the men departed from 
Lindsay and obtained employ- 
ment at places where work was 
more steady and reliable. 

At the present time out the 
class of twelve in 1910 only 
two are living, Sam Cherry and 
W. Gordon Harris. 

The following is a brief sum- 
mary of what became of this 
group of twelve engineers: 

Phil. Carr. On June 8th, 
1912 a double header caboose 
hop was ordered from Lindsay 
for Midland around 7:00 P.M. 
Train No. 31, the Coboconk 
Mixed Train had departed at 
6.34 P.M. and was due at 
Lorneville at 7.30 P.M. 

The crew on the caboose 
hop was Conductor Ed. Roche 
and Engineers Phil Carr and 
Tiny Might. The Mixed 
Train in charge of Conductor 
Walter Mercer had stopped at 
Grass Hill, did some freight- 
ing and was setting out a car in 
the siding, leaving the coach 
and combination car on the 
main track. The brakeman 
was assisting in the switching 
instead of protecting the rear 
of the train and had neglected 
to drop off a red fuesee, not 
realizing that a caboose hop 
was close behind them, That 
was the day of oil headlights 
which could be seen on an 
engine approaching, but gave 
little light for an engineer to 
see more than fifty feet ahead. 
The engineers on the caboose 
hop should have approached 
Grass Hill under contro] as the 
view was obstructed by a curve 
and a bank. When they saw 
the tail lights on the rear of 
the coach they were unable to 
stop and collided with the 
coach with such force that it 
telescoped into the combina- 
tion car ahead. Fortunately 
the pasengers on the train 
were few, but Mrs, Babcock of 
Lindsay was Killed and Mrs, 
Plank of Lorneville was ser- 
iosuly injured. 

Following an investigation 
by the railway officials the 
crew of the caboose hop also 
Conductor Walter Mercer and 
his rear end brakeman were 
discharged. later they were 
re-instated. Ed. Roched re- 
sumed his employment as 
Conductor at Lindsay, Tiny 
Might took up work at Mimico 
as an engineer where he re- 
mained until retirement; Phil 
Carr had departed for Western 
Canada and had been employ- 
ed on the Canadian Northern 
as an engineer. Walter Mercer 
was given the job of Train 
Baggageman until he retired

at Belleville. He enjoys good 
health and is a regular atten- 
dant at the C.N.R, Pensioners’ 
meetings, entertaining on oc- 
casions with a number of 
poems he takes pleasure in re- 
citing. 

Ed. Parcells. He became im- 
patient with the irregular 
working conditions at Lindsay | 
and quit, heading for Western 
Canada and a job as engineer 
on the Canadian Northern, 
which was alivays glad to get 
experienced railroaders in any 
canacity. 

Dave O’Brien. In the early 
morning hours of July 18th, 
1921, Dave was engineer on 
on Extra 1224 en route from 
Lindsay to Belleville with a 
train of grain. The grade at 
Madoc Jct. is such that a train 
had to be taken up in two sec- 
tions. They had taken up the 
first half and the engine was 
backing down for the second 
half. Dave was always a fast 
runner and he may have been 
living up to this reputation but 
part way down the hill the 
tender became derailed on a 
curve and the engine turned 
over pinning Dave underneath 
and he was instantly killed. 

Stafford Gassien. Stafford 
put in around 43 years on the 
Grand Trunk - C.N.R. without 
any serious incident. Due to 
a diabetic condition he was re- 
quired to retire two years 
sooner than he normally would 
have, but he did have a 
few years more to enjoy his 
retirement. He had two bro- 
thers in the service of the rail- 
way, namely Felic and Albert, 
both conductors. One of his 
sons, Guy, tried his hand as a 
fireman for two years and then 
decided that there was an 
easier way to make a living. 

W. Gordon Harris. He was 
another who figured that rail- 
roading in Western Canada 
was better and he headed west 
around 1913. However, he 
was in an accident and when 
he had recovered from his in- 
juries took up a different pro- 
fession. He has been retired 
for around fifteen years and 
resides as 10431 133rd’ Street, 
Edmonton, Alberta. He writes 
fo me once or twice a year. 

Herb. W. Elliott. On De- 
cember 11th, 1912, Herb fl- 
liott was engineer on Grand 
Trunk engine 2019 and E.

Railway stations in this area 
are becoming as scarce as 
hen’s teeth. The picture of 
the old weather beaten frame 
station at Blackwater Junction 
will recall *he days when this 
particular depot was one of 
the busiest in the life of rail- 
roaders, commercial travellers 
and just ordinary passengers. 

It was and still is, the spot 
where trains, now freight, 
were steamed around the “Y”” 
for Midland and points north. 
The sister junction of Lorne- 
ville has practically vanished, 
the frame station, ticket office 
and waiting room and even the 
old Butler Hotel have long ago 
been demolished. 

Blackwater was at times 
busier than Union Station in 
Toronto, it seemed, as engin- 
eers hopped off their high 
perch on the steam moguls to 
replenish their tea jars, pas- 
sengers were given ten or 
fifteen minutes to swarm into 
the restaurant. 

It takes an old railway man 
like Charlie McIntyre to tell 
tall stories of bygone days, 
when the lunch counter sold 
doughnuts two for five cents 
and the whole in the cookie 
was larger than today’s whole 
confection, when large glass 
jars were filled with sand- 
wiches, mostly cheese, and a 
large sandwich with two full 
slices of bread sold for ten 
cents; when steaming hot tea 
and coffee in large china cups 
sold for five cents, and when 
mother’s scrumptious home- 
made pie slices were ten cents 
a cut. Big, fat cigars were 
then five cents and everybody 
seemed to smoke them, and 
chewing tobacco with the 
maple leaf stamp was as com- 
mon as chewing gum. 


A gentleman named Braba- 
zon, who was married to a 
Beatrice Woods of Lindsay, 
was the beaming, friendly 
welcomer to all passengers, 
when he invited his patrons to 
have another slice of pie. 


There was a charge of the 
light brigade. reminisced Con- 
ductor McIntyre, when the 
engine whistle was heard 
shrieking a last warning to the 
passengers and the mad 
scamper back to the coaches 
took place. 

These were the days, con- 
tinued Mr. McIntyre, when 
there was a busy newsman on 
the train, and the days when 
commercial travellers were 
the life of the party. The old 
Port Hope - Toronto train was 
in a sense a haven of rest for 
travellers, but it was not long 
before most of them found 
their way to the smoker’s com- 
partment at the front of the 
first coach. Noice, the newsy, 
was a great guy. He soon had 
three or four euchre games 
going, and the cards were al- 
ways ready. He provided im- 
provised tables of heavy card- 
board which were placed 
across four pairs of knees and 
the game was soon in full 
swing. 


Wreaths of evil smelling 
smoke from the long cigars 
and pipes filled the compart- 
ment and this was at times so 
bad, that other passengers left 
the coach for the one in the 
rear, Old brass spittoons stood 
by for the convenience of 
those who not only chewed 
tobacco, but often, also their 
cigars,

papers were shipped down to 
Port Hope every morning in 
time for the Port Hope - To- 
ronto train. When the train 
reached Toronto station, the 
travellers would still be play- 
ing cards and frequently fin- 
ished the game before depart- 
ing.

“And how were the roads this morn- 
ing?...” a question frequently asked 
following a snowstorm, to those who 
travel into Lindsay from outside the 
town boundaries.

Despite what the board of works may 
say, our streets are slow to be cleared, 
the sidewalks slow to be properly plow- 
ed and piles of snow accumulate for 
days before being trucked away. 

Frequently when a heavy snow- 
storm occurs on a Saturday evening, 
the sidewalks are not plowed until Sun- 
day evening, and churchgoers have to

Westminster: Centre 


When, a thousand years or so ago, 
the Kings of England chose Westmin- 
ster rather than the old City of London 
as the seat of their government, they 
had some sound reasons, said W. N. 
Ewer in a BBC World Service broad- 
cast. The citizens of the City of Lon- 
don, about one and a half miles down 
the Thames from Westminster, were 
proudly independent, jealous of their 
privileges and local self-government, 
and could be turbulent and even rebel- 
lious. “There was a lot to be said for 
having the Royal headquarters outside 
the walls of that troublesome City. 

“Westminster was an obyious choice 
—outside, but not too far away, and 
linked with the City by the Thames, 
which in early days was the main 
thoroughfare. Indeed, local historians 
claim that Westminster is older even 
than the City of London, and it may 
well be so. London Gity is where it is 
because there was the first spot, sailing 
up the Thames, at which ferries could 
easily cross the river, and then a bridge 
be built—London Bridge, which for 
hundreds of years was the only one 
over the Lower Thames. But at 
Thorney, where Westminster now is, 
the iver could be forded.

There was no 
Westminster Bridge until the end of the 
eighteenth century, shortly before 
Wordsworth wrote his famous sonnet 
on the view from it, Marth has not any- 
thing to show more fair...” 

Tt seemed to have been the famous 
King Canute, said Hwer, who first es- 
tablished his court at Westminster, and 
made the “King’s Palace of Westmin- 
ster’ the seat of government. Perhaps, 
being a Dane, he had special reason to 
keep away from the Anglo-Saxons of 
London City. Some five centuries lat- 
er King Henry VIII moved to his new 
Palace of Whitehall, only a few hun- 
ded yards away. But the Houses of 
Parliament remained in the ‘Palace of 
Westminster’ and have done to this 
day. Whitehall, now merely a street 
name, has become synonymous with 
the administration of government, be- 
cause the big government buildings — 
the Treasury, Foreign Office, Home 
Office, Commonwealth Relations and 
50 on—are situated there. 

In 1697 the royal court was moved 
from Whitehall to St. James’s Palace 
on the oter side of St. James’s Park, but 
still in the city of Westminster. For- 
eign ambassadors to Britain are still 
said to be “accredited to the Court of 
St. James’s”, although it is well over a 
century since nearby Buckingham Pal- 
ace became the London residence of 
the Sovereign. 


300 years of “London Gazette” 


That veteran among the world’s 
newspapers, the ‘London Gazette’, cel- 
ebrated its 800th anniversary recently. 
Reporting in the BBC World Service 
programme “Here and Now’, John Col- 
lier admitted that the ‘Gazette’ which 
gives news of official appointments, 
honours, awards and legal actions, 
was not “the cort of newspaper most 
people rush to buy as it comes off the 
Government Press twice a week.” 
Nonetheless, it has established a tra- 
dition around the world, and the term 
to be ‘gazetted’ (meaning a person’s 
name has appeared in it) has passed 
into the language, 


“King Charles II started it in 1665,” 
said Collier, “mainly to keep his court 
informed of what was going on at home 
and abroad, It did well—and should 
have done, too, because for the first 
thirty years of its existence it had a 
complete monopoly. BHyven so, it had 
its ups and downs. Within a year of 
coming out, it suffered from a strike— 
of the women who sold it. They had 
to collect their Gazettes from the 
printing works which was where the 
famous Savoy Hotel now stands in the 
Strand, and close by the works was a 
grayeyard where hundreds of victims 
of the Great Plague were buried in 
shallow graves. The women ‘complain- 
ed that the stench was too much for 
them so workmen were sent to make 
sure the corpses were well covered and

the odorous hazard to the newspaper 
Sellers removed. Only a few months 
later, the Great Fire of London destroy- 
ed the city and the printers wheeled 
away the current issue of the Gazette 
on handcarts across to the other side 
of the River Thames and safety.” 


This established a tradition that has 
been maintained ever since — that the 
Gazette must come out whatever hap- 
pens. Official gazettes were started in 
every country overseas which came 
under British rule, and today, said 
Collier, although many countries which 
had achieyed independence had dis- 
pensed with many of the old British 
institutions, they had kept their Gaz- 
ettes.

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Transistors in the Home 


There is nothing Improbable in the 
idea of switching on the lights in a 
room simply by calling for light. Mr. 
Teddy Towers, of Newmarket Transis- 
tors Limited, predicted this as a likely 
development in the next few years 
when he talked to Paddy Feeny in the 
BBC World Service ‘Shortwave Listen- 
ers’ Corner’ programme about the 
future of transistors in the domestic 
field. It would be a commercial prop- 
osition, he said, to supply a complete 
switch which could be set in the wall 
and operated in this way. ‘Transistors 
made the development feasible, which 
would have been impossible with valves 
which could not be fitted into a switch- 
box, and required a separate power 
pack for two powers—a power for the 
filament and a power for the anode, 


Mr. Towers went on to describe the 
completely automatic programmed 
cooker, which was already a reality, 
and would be a production reality 
within three years. “There is a series 
of knobs, and the housewife can mix 
up the ingredients according to some 
sliderule, insert them into the oven,

Ottawa, (CP)—The Federal Goy- 
ernment Monday offered bonds pay- 
ing yields of up to 5% per cent to re- 
finance $300,000,000 worth of 3%-per- 
cent bonds coming due February Ist. 


The new cash offering of Govern- 
ment of Canada non-callable bonds to 
be dated Webruary ist. was made in 
three maturities and two are additions 
to medium and long-term issues al- 
ready outstanding. 

Offered were: 


— Four-per-cent bonds due April 
1st,, 1967, offering at 98.70 per cent of 
par to yleld about 5.16 per cent a year 
to maturity in 14 months, 


— Five-per-cent bonds due July 
1st., 1970, offered at 98.50 per cent of 
par to yield about 5.88 per cent a year 
to maturity in four years and five 
months, 


— 544-per-cent bonds due August 
§t., 1980, at par to yield 514 per cent 


_ @ year fo maturity in 1414 years. 


Of the $300,000,000 total, the 
Bank of Canada has agreed to take at 
Jeast $50,000,000, open as to maturity. 
The books of the loan will close at 
6 P.M. EST Tuesday, when the 
amounts to be sold of the short, medi- 
um or long-term issues will be decided. 


The new five-per-cent bonds are 
an addition to $125,000,000 worth

Important Factor 


A newspaper is a private undertaking, 
and though it circulates among the 
public, it is not a public affair, so that 
irate readers cannot “demand” that the 
paper publish their letters. 


They can take advertising space and ~ 


publish what they wish to say, though 


the newspaper still has the right to re- 


fuse anything considered undesirable. 

From this it is quite clear that the 
freedom of the press includes the right 
not to print. This is logical, for a 
newspaper would not be free if it had 
to publish all that was sent to it. 
Freedom of the press also includes 
freedom of choice, for it would be im- 
possible to print all the news in the 
ordinary newspaper. This necessity 
for choice will sometimes mean that 
news is left out of the newspapers, and 
this leads to the belief by some people 
that newspapers exercise some kind of 
consorship over news. 

Though a great many people may 
not believe it, nothing could be further 
from the truth. There are only two 
things which count with an editor; 

Will an item interest his readers? 

Will there be room for it? This often 
mens he acquires a headache. 

When a reader’s letter is opposite, 
interesting and without malice, then 
editors will gladly publish it. It is up 
to the writer to make it that way.

BETTER OUTLOOK 
FOR EPILEPTICS 

Dear Dr, Steincrohn: Is it 
true that the patient with 
epilepsy has a much better 
chance for normal living than 
he did years ago?-Mrs, L. 

Comment: When I was not 
yet a medical student, but tak- 
ing pre-med work in New 
York, I saw and helped treat 
the first case of epilepsy I 
ever saw. 

While riding the subway 4 
youngster sitting across the 
aisle suddenly «vent into con- 
vulsions in a grand mal attack. 
While others held him down I 
forced something between his 
teeth to protect his tongue. Tl 
never forget my first dramatic 
introduction in the treatment 
of another human being. 
Whenever anyone asks me a- 
bout epilepsy today, 1 feel 
warm inside because it’s nice 
to be able to say that epilepsy 
patients do have a better 
chance to live normally than 
that boy did. 

Estimates vary as to how 
many suffer from this condi- 
tion. Some say there are a 
minimum of three-quarters of 
a million epilepsy cases in the 
United States, with about 60,- 
000 new cases annually. Oth- 
ers, that there are at least one 
and three quarter million pa- 
tients. 

It’s difficult to get accurate 
data because so many cases 
are undiagnosed (for example, 
the petit mal cases without 
convulsions); and because pa- 
tients and their families reluc- 
tantly admit its presence.

With the newest anticonvul- 
sant drugs now used, I’m 
happy to tell you, Mrs. L., 
that doctors can help about 
four out of every five epilepsy 
patients carry on normally 
with their daily activities. And 
with proper care about half 
the patients become free of 
their seizures entirely; and 
an additional one-third have 
their attacks fairly well con- 
trolled.

PKU DISEASE 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: I have 
been hearing lately about 
something called PKU disease. 
Can you enlarge upon this ab- 
breviation?—Mrs. I. 

Comment: I'll enlarge, but 
you may be even more bewild- 
ered when you see the full 
name: phenlyketonuria. ‘To 
make it reasonably under- 
standable, this is some trouble 
in metabolism whereby an en- 
zyme is missing or inoperative 
in making use of an important 
amino acid called phenylalan- 
ine. 

The body does not use up 
this excess of phenylalanine. 
If not discovered early in the 
young child, it can damage the 
brain and cause mental retar- 
dation which becomes perman- 
ent. 

Therefore, it is important for 


the doctor to make routine 
tests to learn the diagnosis. 
Once made, serious brain de- 


fects may be prevented by 
giving the patient a diet in 
which there are only small a- 
mounts of phenylalanine. This 
special diet must be continued 
for an indefinite time. 

We've only known about 
PKU for about 35 years. Even 
now, our effectiveness in pre- 
venting serious damage de- 
pends upon the alertness of

BEWARE OF DOCTORS

Not very often do I disagree 
with doctors, about how they 
should conduct their practice 
of medicine, If ethics are con- 
cerned, that is something for 
their local medical societies 
to determine.

Bank of Montreal marks 60th year 


Fenelon Falls, (PNS)—The 
Bank of Montreal completed 
sixty years in Fenelon Falls, 
on Sunday, January 16th. The 
branch was opened on Janu- 
ary 16, 1906, in rented prem- 
ises, which now house the 
Brandon MHardwares Ltd. 
store. 

In 1906, Fenelon Falls was 
primarily a lumber centre, 
with a growing woodenware 
industry. Tourism was also mn- 
creasing as the scenic and va- 
cation possibilities of the dis- 
trict became known. 

The Bank of Montreal was 
the second banking institution 
to establish in Fenelon Falls, 
the first being the Bank of 
British North America, which 
had opened its doors four 
years earlier. 

In 1918, however, the B.B.- 
N.A. merged with the Bank of 
Montreal, and the Bank of 
Montreal quarters were vacat- 
ed in favour of the more spa- 
cious B.B.N.A_ office. 

Although the Bank of Mon- 
treal has occupied the same 
office since 1918, the office 
has been remodelled periodi- 
cally to allow the branch to 
meet the growing banking 
needs of the community. The 
most recent modernization 
was completed in 1957, when 
the office was enlarged and 
completely renovated. 

The branch has had twelve 
managers since its establish- 
ment. The first manager was

COULD ULCER DIET 
GIVE ONE 
CORONARY ARTERIES? 

Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband suffers from an ulcer; 
so you can understand why I 
want to prevent him from 
getting an attack of coronary 
thrombosis, too, It’s his diet 
that worries me. 

For years he has been tak- 
ing a diet of milk and cream 
for his duodenal ulcer. Now 
I’ve been hearing about that 
high-cholesterol foods are bad 
for the coronary arteries. He 
hasn’t been to the doctor for 
a few years because he has 
been feeling better, but has 
continued to take the high fat 
diet. What should he do? 
Mrs. C. 

Comment: On two counts he 
should see his doctor. One, to 
check on his ulcer. Two, for 
a routine examination of cho- 
lesterol content_in the blood. 
It’s true that there have been 
some cases reported in which 
high saturated fat diet in ulcer 
patients may have hastened a 
coronary attack. 

‘For this reason, I think it 
makes good sense for such 
ulcer patients to have routine 
checks of their blood choles- 
terol. Do so, and you won't be 
sO anxious about your hus- 
band, and will know how to 


manage his diet.

High occupancy rate at RMH 


The Ross Memorial Hospital 
is still experiencing a very 
high occupancy but hospital 
Administrator Eric Freeborn 
told a meeting of the hospital 
board Thursday night despite 
the high occupancy, things 
have been running smoothly 
in the nursing department and 
no major difficulties were ex- 
perienced over the Christmas 
and New Year’s period. 

Mr. Freeborn said the aver- 
age daily occupancy for De- 
cember was 119.2 for adults 
and children little reduction 
from 119.5 in November. 
Breaking the figures down 
into percentage, Mr. Freeborn 
said in relation to the rated 
capacity of the hospital, the 
percentage occupancy ran at 
an average of nearly 86 per 
cent during December based 
on the total number of patient 
days realized compared with 
the rated capacity. He said 
this was about the same as 
the previous month. 

Patient days for December 
totalled 3,694 compared to 
3,586 in November. 


The statstics report present- 
ed to the board by Mr. Free- 
born showed the medical and 
surgical units ran at an aver- 
age of over 96 per cent. Paedi- 
atrics was over its rated capa- 
city with an average of nearly 
101 per cent while obstetrics 
operated at just over 39 per 
cent of its rated capacity. How- 
ever, Mr. Freeborn added, the 


actual utilization of the ma- 


ternity floor, when the over- 
flow of surgical patients ac- 
commodated there is included, 
the average is brought up to 
51 per cent occupancy. 

Mr. Freeborn said with the 
completion of bathroom facili- 
ties on the maternity floor in 
December, three additional 
beds were opened up to be 
used when necessary for clean 
surgical cases. 

The hosptial board, on rec- 
ommendation of the medical 
staff, approved a policy in 
1962, permitting this practice 
which was deemed necessary 


because of the lack of suffi-| 


cient beds elsewhere in the 
hospital for surgical patients.

Re Photographing Kittens 

Playing In Living Room. 

Using a camera with syn- 
chronized flash, move in 
close enough to obtain a fair 
sized image, but do not en- 
tirely fill the view-finder. 
You will have to allow en- 
ough room for the kitten to 
move around within the pic- 
ture area, so don’t get closer 
than, say, 8 feet if you have 
a focussing camera, and, of 
course, not closer than the 
allowable minimum for your 
box camera. 

Remember that the closer 
you are, the more accurate 
the foceussing must be, and 
the less the depth of field for 
any given aperture. How- 
ever, the closer you are, the 
more intense the light is, and 
the smaller the aperture you 
can use, but when close up, 
even at small apertures, the 
depth is very shallow. 

It is fairly easy to confine 
the play to a relatively small 
area for a short time, so keep 
the camera at the “ready” 
and watch. There are many 
delightful poses when the kit- 
ten is examining, say, a ball 
of wool, before swatting it. 
His look as the ball rolls a- 
way, and he starts off after it, 
or his seeming to study the 
best way to attack it again. 
There are many picture op- 
portunities when someone is 
dangling a scrap of paper on 
the end of a string, just out of 
reach of the kitten, and of 
course, out of the field of 
view. You do not need yig- 
orous action to make a pic- 
ture. The photo you are 
taking is still, and the sug- 
gested mischief on the face 
of the kitten is all that is nec- 
essary to give life to your 
picture. Remember that in 
all movement there are sta- 
tionary periods, such as when 
the animal jumps up after the 
paper, and is on the point of 
coming down. These are 
the things to watch for. Just 
forget everything else for a 
while, and concentrate on 
your pet, through the view- 
finder, and you will be well 
rewarded. 


Re Flash Pictures When Only 
A Small Part Shows 
Any Exposure 

My guess is that you are 
using a camera with a focal 
plane shutter and that you are 
using ordinary flash bulbs at 
too high a shutter speed. The 
focal plane shutter is a roller 
blind, which has a slot in it. 
This slot is drawn across the 
front of the film exposing: 
only a small portion at a 
time. The higher the speed 
setting, the smaller the width 
of the slot, and vice versa. At

|calves, 


less, most shutters are fully 
exposing the entire 
film surface at one time. At 
higher speeds the flash is ef- 
fective on only the portion of 
of the film that is uncovered 
by the slot at the time the 
flash occurs. 


There ave special bulbs 
made for focal plane shutters 
at higher speeds, holding 


their maximum output long 
enough for the slot to tra- 
verse the full length of the 
film without any variation in 
intensity. They are called 
F.P. bulbs, the P.P. meaning 
“flat peak” or “focal plane.” 
If you wish to use the stand- 
ard bulb, (or _ electronic 
flash) use the lower shutter 
speeds.

being 1” in diameter, but 
they both require the same 
exposure. The 4” lens is 


only 4” from the film, so the 
ilght has to travel only 4” 
from the lens. The 8” focal 
length lens is &’ from the 
film, and the light has twice 
as far to travel. Therefore 
there is a need for a larger 
light inlet in order to have 
the same light equivalent at 
the film. 

This answers all the ques- 
tions received to date, so 
next week we will have a very 
interesting new phase of pho- 
tography to discuss.
